Moonwalk v eteran Charles 
“ Pete” Conrad, Dr. Joseph P. 
Kerwin, America’s first space 
phy sician, and aeronau tical en­ 
gineer Pau l J. Weitz will tak e 
off 23 Vz hou rs later and spend 
a record 28 day s in orbit aboard 
the Sk y lab. The Ru ssians hold 
the cu rrent space record of 24 
day s in orbit. 
Sk y lab 1, an eight-room as­ 
sembly as spaciou s as a three- 
bedroom hou se, began its eight- 
month v oy age arou nd earth on 
a 33-story Satu rn 5 rock et left 
ov er from the moon program. 
It was the start of the na­ 
tion’s fou rth m anned space­ 
flight project in 12 y ears. 
Among the thou sands of spec­ 
tators w ere the astronau ts' 
families, sev eral dozen former 
prisoners of war and thou sands 
of other space agency gu ests. 
Civ il Defense officials planned 
for a crowd of a half million 


All Conrad, Kerwin and Weitz 
cou ld do today was watch, wait 
and hope. 


“ I’m most worried abou t it 
ju st getting into orbit,” Weitz 
said in a pre-lau nch interv iew. 
A failu re wou ld mean a delay of 
a y ear or more u ntil a su bsti­ 
tu te lab cou ld be readied. 


Sk y lab mu st operate u ntend­ 
ed in orbit for more than a day . 
Bu t its most critical oribtal 
operations are du ring the first 
hou r when it swings its solar 
observ atory into place and u n­ 
folds the six hu ge winglik e pan­ 
els that will conv ert su nlight 
into electricity for eight months 
of serv ice. 


Conrad, Kerwin and Weitz 
plan to dock their modified 
moonship to Sk y lab sev en 
hou rs, 40 minu tes after their 
lau nch tomorrow. They are to 


Wednesday morning and spend 
the nex t two day s tu rning it into 
America’s first base in space. 


“ By this Satu rday , all things 
going the way we hope, we 
shou ld hav e a fu lly operational 
space station in orbit to bring 
back the data in science and 
technology to help all of u s on 
earth.” Project Director Wil­ 
liam C. Schneider said at a 
briefing y esterday . 
The three Sk y lab 1 astronau ts 
are to retu rn to Earth Ju ne 12 
in the Apollo, leav ing Sk y lab in 
orbit. A second crew goes u p 
Au g. 8 to spend 5 6 day s aboard 
the space platform, and a third 
crew is to close ou t the $2.6 
billion project with another 5 6 
day mission Nov . 9 to Jan. 4. 
Sk y lab’s orbit was designed 
to tak e it farther north and 
sou th than A m ericans hav e 
ev er flown aarou nd Earth. It 
will range from sou thern Cana­ 
da to the sou thern tip of Sou th 
America, and Sk y lab will pass 
ov er mu ch of Ru ssia and all of 
China. 
The su n glistening off the 
space station at su nrise and 
su nset will mak e it look lik e a 
bright star streak ing sou theast 
or northeast. It will fly ov er 8 9 
per cent of the world’s popu la­ 
tion du ring the eight months

Record Gold 
Cost Cause 
Is Debated 


LONDON 
(UPI) 
— 
Gold 
leaped to the highest price in 
history on Eu ropean free m ar­ 
k ets today , easily passing the 
$109-an-ou nce “ barrier.” A m a­ 
jor British dealer link ed the 
gold stampede to a lack of 
confidence brou ght on by the 
Watergate affair bu t others dis­ 
agreed. 
The gold ru sh which saw a 
price of $106.70 on the French 
commercial m ark et sent the 
dollar sk idding on Eu ropean 
money mark ets as specu lators 
and mu lti-national companies 
u nloaded U.S. cu rrency for the 
preciou s y ellow m etal. U.S. 
tou rists joined the stampede to 
bu y gold. 
“ People with su rplu s dollars 
are getting ou t of the cu rrency 
into gold,” said Dennis Selby , 
chief bu llion dealer for the Lon­ 
don gold brok erage firm of 
Johnson Matthey , Ltd. “ Water-

Sev eral v olley s of tear gas 
were fired into the hou se, police 
said, bu t somehow Lescohier 
managed to slip onto the roof 
and held police at bay for two 
hou rs by threatening to k ill 
himself. 


Du ring this time, police said, 
Lescohier was arm ed bu t no 
shot w'as fired. Abou t 1:14 a.m., 
Police Chief Walsh sent all oth­ 
er officers away and Lescohier 
agreed to come down. He was 
tak en to the commu nity mental 
health center for observ ation. 


The Lescohier home is almost 
directly across the street from 
the hou se of Melv in J. Schal- 
lock , who was mu rdered along 
with his wife and son on March 
16 bu t there appears to be no 
connection between the two in­ 
cidents, police said. 


War Funds 
Hit Block 
In Senate 


WASHLNGTON (UPI) — The 
Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee v oted, 13 to 3, today in 
fav or of prohibiting U.S. mili­ 
tary operations in Indochina. 
As antiwar legislation contin­ 
u ed to sweep throu gh Congress, 
the committee adopted a pro­ 
posal by Sens. Frank Chu rch. 
D-Ida., and Clifford P. Case. R- 
N.J., while a Senate su bcom­ 
mittee v oted to allow the Penta­ 
gon to shift $170 million from 
one accou nt to another to meet 
higher 
costs 
of 
operation 
abroad. The su bcommittee in­ 
clu ded a stipu lation that none of 
the money cou ld be u sed for 
U.S. military activ ities in Laos 
or Cambodia. 
The su bcommittee went on 
record to partially rev erse a 
Hou se v ote last week to k ill $430 
million in so-called transfer au ­ 
thority sou ght by the Pentagon 
as a resu lt of u nex pected costs 
associated with the war in Indo­ 
china and other factors. 
Sen. John L. McClellan, D- 
Ark ., chairman of the su bcom­ 
mittee, said the grou p adopted 
an ‘amendment to bar u se of 
any of the money to pay for 
operations in, ov er or from the

Nov ato Unified School Dis­ 
trict, which last month was 
contemplating a $920,000 su r­ 
plu s nex t y ear, now faces a 
$75 5 ,000 deficit as it scrambles 
to av oid a $1,675 ,000 loss in 
state and federal fu nding. 
The financial ou tlook was 
shattered by the cu tback at 
Hamilton Air Force Base, ex ­ 
pected to bring a sharp decline 
in enrollment, the barometer of 
fu nding. 
An u rgent driv e is u nder way 
to regain fu nding, slated to 
drop as enrollment drops, and 
bail the district ou t of financial 
chaos du ring the 1973-74 school 
y ear. 
Rep. William T. Bagley , R- 
San Rafael, is preparing a mea­ 
su re that wou ld enable the dis­ 
trict to recou p some of the 
ex pected loss, and Rep. William 
S. Mailliard, R-San Francisco 
has started q u eries in Washing­ 
ton on restoring federal fu nd­ 
ing. 
The financial cru nch is ex ­ 
pected becau se the d istrict 
faces carry ing a su rplu s of 45 to 
5 0 teachers, staff members it 
cannot lay off u nder state law, 
becau se they weren’t notified 
by March 15 that their con­ 
tracts might not be renewed. 
At that time, the cu tback at 
Hamilton was not foreseen by 
the district administration and, 
indeed, cou ld not hav e been in 
the light of repeated denials by 
the Air Force and Defense De­ 
partment that any su ch plan 
was in the work s. 
Carry ing the su rplu s teachers 
on the pay roll is estimated by 
the district administration to 
cost from $5 40,000 to $600,000 
nex t school y ear, or abou t $12,- 
000 a teacher. In addition, the 
district is faced with a demand 
by teachers, inclu ding those 
who are su rplu s, that their pay 
be raised su fficiently to raise 
Nov ato Schools from 6 5 th place 
ou t of 77 Bay Area district 
pay rolls to the median lev el. 
Iris Clou dt, president of the 
Nov ato Federation of Teachers, 
a u nion grou p, has repeatedly 


declared that teachers can no 
longer “su bsidize the edu cation­ 
al program in Nov ato schools 
directly ou t of their own sala­ 
ries.” 
The ou tlook is clou ded by the 
fact that no one k nows ex actly 
what the enrollment will be in 
the coming school y ear and 
teachers contend the enroll­ 
ment drop won’t be as sev ere 
as the administration has esti­ 
mated. 
With persistent reports that 
other m ilitary fam ilies will 
mov e into the hou sing v acated 
by Air Force families, teachers 
believ e the dip will be modified. 
Su pt. James G. Bu nk er has 
estimated the district will lose 
1,370 in av erage daily attend­ 
ance and will be hit harder by 
m ilitary base cu tback s than 
any other district in California. 
He estimated the district will 


lose $1,135 ,000 in Senate Bill 90 
fu nds, based on attendance, an^l 
$5 40,000 in Pu blic Law 8 74 fu nds 
(federal) paid to districts serv ­ 
ing pu pils connected with feder­ 
al bases. 


Bu nk er said he is seek ing 
legislation that wou ld permit 
the district to receiv e the state 
apportionment it wou ld hav e 
receiv ed on attendance forecast 
before the Hamilton Cu tback . 
The district ev en is willing to 
share half the costs, he said. 


Bu nk er said it hasn’t y et been 
decided what the “ su rplu s” 
teachers will be doing in the 
coming y ear, since the enroll­ 
ment isn’t k nown.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Con­ 
gressional liberals have ex­ 
pressed concern that social pro­ 
grams may get shortchanged 
by a proposed new system for 
determining the maximum 
amount of money Congress 
could spend each year. 
The plan, now before a Sen­ 
ate Government Operations 
subcommittee headed by Sen. 
Lee Metcalf, D-Mont., calls for 
establishing new committees of 
both the House and Senate to 
decide on an overall spending 
ceiling before the start of each 
fiscal year. The panels would 
have the power to determine 
how much of the total budget 
package would go to each gov­ 
ernmental activity. 
Sen. Clifford P. Case, R-N.J., 
worte a letter to Metcalf yester­ 
day expressing liberal appre­ 
hension that the proposal may 
have a hidden sleeper—a built- 
in conservative bias. 
Case complained to Metcalf 
about the composition of the 
Senate budget committee. Un­ 
der the plan, the panel would 
have 15 members—the most 
senior five from the Senate 
Finance Committee, the senior 
five from the appropriations 
committee and five chosen at 
large by the Senate’s President 
Pro Tern, Sen. James O. East­ 
land, D-Miss. 
Case proposed expanding the 
at-large representation from 
five to 11. 
His concern centered on the 
prospect that conservatives 
who dominate the top member­ 
ship of the finance and appro­ 
priations panels would domi­ 
nate the budget committee, and 
tilt budget priorities away from 
social causes liberals support. 
Eastland also might show a 
conservative tendency in select­ 
ing five at-large members. 
Sen. Walter F. Mondale, D- 
Minn., like Case a strong propo­ 
nent of social spending, has 
expressed the same concern. 
The letter was sent to Metcalf 
in his role as chairman of the 
Senate subcommittee which is 
drawing up legislation to put 
the proposal into effect.

AEC Given 


Permission 


For Blast 


DENVER (UPI) - A Colo­ 
rado district judge today gave 
the Atomic Energy Commission 
(AEC) permission to set off an 
underground nuclear blast in 
western Colorado on Thursday 
to free natural gas deposits. 
En viro n m en talists had 
argued that the detonations 
could poison the drinking water 
of 27 million Americans. 
Judge Henry E. Santo based 
his decision on a claim by CER 
Geonuclear Corp. of Las Vegas, 
Nev., that preblast studies 
proved Project Rio Blanco 
would not cause dangerous lev­ 
els of radioactivity to escape 
above ground. 
Opponents in three days of 
hearings last week had argued 
that the radioactivity might 
seep into the Colorado river 
that provides drinking water 
for much of the Southwest. 
Don Peters, an attorney for 
the environmentalists, said the 
decision “ wasn’t really a sur­ 
prise. We hope to decide by 
Tuesday sometime whether we 
are going to appeal.” 
Santo refused to order a tem­ 
porary halt to the blast set for 
Thursday pending possible ap­ 
peal. He also said he could not 
overrule the Water Pollution 
Control Commission’s findings.

Women In ServiceGet 


Equal Benefit Right 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Supreme Court ruled today that 
women in the armed forces are 
entitled to the same depen­ 
dents’ benefits as men. But it 
deadlocked on the issue of 
whether sex has the same 
broad protection against dis­ 
crimination as race and alien 
status. 
In an 8-1 decision, the Court 
handed a victory to Air Force 
Lt. Sharron Frontiero, who 
sued to obtain benefits for her 
husband, Joseph, a student at 
Huntington College in Mont­ 
gomery’, Ala. 
But the Court ended up in a 4- 
4 tie vote on the question of 
whether sex is in the same 
“ suspect” classification as race 
and alienage —a status that 
makes it harder for governmen­ 
tal units to justify laws denying 
benefits. 
In the Frontiero case, only 
Justice William H. Rehnquist 
dissented from the view that 
she was entitled to full benefits 
for her husband. 


West End School 
Faces Closure 


The San Rafael Board of Edu­ 
cation will take final action on 
a proposal to close West End 
School when it meets in special 
session at 8 p.m. tomorrow at 
West End School. 
The district administration 
has viewed closure of the school 
as necessary because of sag­ 
ging enrollment. Parents have 
opposed the move. 
The board will also appoint 
an acting principal for San Ra­ 
fael High School. Finalists for 
the post are three vice princi­ 
pals at San Rafael High — Jeff 
Thomer, Robert Royale and 
John Donovan — and a vice 
principal at Terra Linda High 
School, Florence Abraham. 


The concurring justices relied 
on a 1971 decision in an Idaho 
case that when two individuals 
are otherwise entitled to ap­ 
pointment as administrator of 
an estate, the male applicant 
may not be preferred over the 
female. 
A married man in the armed 
services gets housing and medi­ 
cal allowances automatically, 
whether or not he actually sup­ 
ports his wife. But the 6,000 
women in service have had to 
prove they contributed more 
than half of their husbands’ 
support. 


In other major actions, the 
Court: 
—Agreed to review a decision 
in a Chicago gambling case 
which limits the extent of wire­ 
tapping authority granted by a 
court for criminal investiga­ 
tions. 


—Agreed to decide whether 
conscientious objectors who 
carry’ out civilian duties in time 
of war are entitled to veterans’ 
educational benefits. 
—Ruled 5 to 4 that cities 
cannot impose curfews on jet 
plane takeoffs from their air­ 
ports. 
The adm inistration had 
argued that the difference in 
teratment between the sexes 
was justified by the need for 
efficiency in administration. 
A special three-judge federal 
court in Montgomery upheld 
the statute.

San Quentin prison relaxed 
its visiting restrictions yester­ 
day to allow 106 mothers to 
celebrate Mother’s Day with 
their inmate sons. 


Information Officer Lee De 
Bord said the mothers and sons 
shared a special breakfast in 
the prison dining hall, then 
went to Catholic and Protestant 
services in the church. Both 
events inside the walls were 
closed to other inmates, he 
said. 


Following the events inside 
the walls, the prisoners were 
allowed to visit with their moth­ 
ers outside the room to which 
visits are usually restricted. 
Mother’s Day has been ob­ 
served at the prison for several 
years, De Bord said.

How can ghetto residents be 
encou raged and prepared to 
make u se of nearby national 
parklands like the Golden Gate 
National Recreation area? 
That was the qu estion faced 
by sev eral speakers in one ses­ 
sion of a conference on the 
newly created San Francisco 
and Marin park area held Sat­ 
u rday in San Francisco by the 
Univ ersity of California Ex ten­ 
sion. 
E dw ard W ashington, 
who 
ru ns Slide Ranch Camp near 
Stinson Beach for inner city 
children, u rged that there be 
more early childhood natu re 
edu cation to show ghetto people 
“ where they shou ld bu ild fires, 
what to do with cigarette bu tts 
and how to enjoy the ou tdoors.” 
According to Jam es Smith, a 
senior associate with the Con­ 
serv ation Fou ndation, the rec­ 
reation area cou ld become a 
park for “ a discreet, elite popu ­ 
lation” of u pperclass w hite 
Sierra clu b mem bers and ecolo­ 
gy nu ts. 
“ People in H u nters Point 
hav e dam n little fam iliarity 
with M arin and v ast open 
space,” he said. “ It's terribly 
important to begin to encou rage 
people who wou ldn't ordinarily 
u se this park.” 
He u rged that the park adv is­ 
ory board inclu de people from 
all income and ethnic lev els in 
the Bay Area. 
Dav id K arraker, who is chief 
of program s that interpret na­ 
tu re to v isitors at Yosemite 
National Park, said that inner 
city children mu st learn more 
abou t natu re in schools before 
being sent ou t to the recreation 
area.

eral red tape.” 
He said that 
Marin cou ld 
cooperate with the N ational 
Park Serv ice bu t wants the 
serv ice to try more “ two-way 
com m u nication” than has been 
the case with the Point Rey es 
National Seashore, also in Ma­ 
rin. “Commu nications with po­ 
tential park u sers leav e some­ 
thing to be d e sire d ,” said 
Joske. 
Joseph Cav erly , the general 
m anager of the San Francisco 
Department of Recreation and 
Parks, seemed more receptiv e 
to the National Park Serv ice 
takeov er of San F rancisco 
owned land in the recreation 
a re a . “ We thou ght se v eral 
y ears ago," he said, “ that we 
cou ld form a partnership with 
the National Parks Serv ice to 
do things together and do things 
well.” 
Bu t ev en he said that his city 
hopes for some repay ment from 
the federal gov ernm ent for 
tu rning ov er lands like Fort 
M iley , w hich San F rancisco 
bou ght ou t of its own pocket.

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Isolated Students 
Test Sense Of Time 


DAVIS, Calif. (UPI) — Uni­ 
v ersity of California scientists 
hav e isolated six stu dents in 
sm all rooms for three months 
to see if they will lose their 
sense of time. 


The researchers are regu lat­ 
ing the lighting and other ele­ 
m ents in the two sou ndproofed 
rooms so the v olu nteer stu dents 
will hav e little idea of what is 
happening in the ou tside world. 


At first, the rooms were light­ 
ed with continu ou s low lev els of 
light. Then they were on light- 
dark cy cles which were eight 
hou rs different than the normal 
cy cle. Now one room has con­ 
tinu ou s low-lev el light and the 
other has 16 hou rs of light with 
eight hou rs of darkness. 


Scientists hope the ex peri­ 
ment will help predict how as­ 
tronau ts will perform on space 
stations and ex plain the time 


lag disru ption felt by jet trav el­ 
ers. 
The v olu nteers are wired with 
gear to record their heartbeats 
and body tem peratu re. They 
also take blood sam ples from 
them selv es. 
Althou gh it is too early for 
many resu lts, the scientists say 
one su rprise has cropped u p. 
“ We u su ally think of a leader 
influ encing a grou p,” said Joan 
V ernikos-D anellis, a scientist 
for the National Aeronau tics 
and Space Administration. “ Bu t 
it's tu rning ou t a disru pter may 
hav e a more im portant influ ­ 
ence.” 
She ex plained that one v olu n­ 
teer reacted with ex trem e sen­ 
sitiv ity when his food was too 
cold or the last two minu tes of 
a telev ision tape cu t off. “ In 
isolation, 
v ery sim ple things 
assu m e great im portance,” she 
said. The “ disru pter” now has 
been mov ed to another room.

Watergate Gives 
Reminder We Need 


We needed Watergate. 
We say this sadly, as scandal 
piles upon scandal in a story of 
political chicanery to subvert 
the law — the Vesco case, the 
government’s handling of the 
Pentagon Papers affair, etc. 
■‘Watergate” stands as symbol 
tor all of this. 


It is a fitting symbol. For the 
bugging of Democratic head­ 
quarters in the Watergate was, 
after all, a minor crime — 
“ just politics,” a lot of people 
said. 
Vet this minor crime has 
proved to be the visible tip of 
an iceberg that could perhaps 
irreparably damage our demo­ 
cratic electoral system if it had 
been allowed to go indefinitely 
undetected. 


B EC A U SE Watergate was 
the visible tip that brought 
detection, we needed Water­ 
gate. 
We needed it to remind us 
that little things we may dis­ 
miss as “ just politics” may be 
the visible evidences of other, 
more dangerous things. 
We may dismiss it as “ just 
politics” when the speaker of 
the California Assembly con­ 
signs a Senate-passed bill to 
implement 
the voters' ex­ 
pressed will to a committee he 
feels sure will never report it 
out — as has been done with 
Sen. 
George 
Deukmejian's- 
SB450. But it is more than “ just 
politics” ; it is subversion of the 
democratic process, for Califor­ 
nians voted 2-to-2 to restore the 
death penalty, which cannot be 
done without such a bill. 
We may dismiss it as “just 
politics” when the state super­ 
intendent of public instruction 


ignores his duty to enforce the 
Education Code by making no 
move to cut off funds from 
districts that force school bus­ 
ing. But it is more than “ just 
politics,” for the people by 
overwhelming vote demanded 
this be done. 
We may dismiss it as “ just 
politics” when our Legislature 
appropriates more than a mil­ 
lion dollars of our tax money to 
finance political campaigns of 
the legislators themselves. But 
it is more than “ just politics” ; 
it is the same kind of subver­ 
sion represented by Watergate, 
placing the interests of party 
above those of the people. 


EACH OF TH ESE and many 
other things that we may call 
“ just politics” erodes a little 
from the structure of our demo­ 
cratic system — and thereby, 
takes away a little of our free­ 
dom. 
Freedom is never lightly 
won, nor can it be lightly held. 
The only way mankind has 
found to win and keep it is 
through participatory democra­ 
cy — what Abraham Lincoln so 
eloquently called “ government 
of the people, by the people, 
and for the people.” 
We have grown careless with 
our precious freedom. We have 
grown callous about skulldug­ 
gery in public office. The fash­ 
ion is to call this carelessness 
and callousness “ Sophistica­ 
tion.” A better term would be 
stupidity. 
As Irish patriot Johil Philpott 
Curran put it, “ Eternal vigi­ 
lance is the price of liberty.” 
We needed to be reminded of 
that. And since Watergate can­ 
not fail to remind us, we need­ 
ed Watergate. 


Butterfly Or Moth? 


This summer Marinites will 
probably see lots of butterflies 
and moths.

Speakership Race Gives 
Assembly Reform Chance 


By EARI. 
Two San Francisco assemblymen, Wil­ 
lie Brown and Leo McCarthy, are quietly 
engaged in a battle for the speakership. 
They arc anticipating the vacancy which 
will occur by reason of Speaker Bob 
Moretti s plans to seek the office of 
governor. 
The situation presents members of the 
\ssembly a golden opportunity to bring 
about a major reform in their house. It 
involves a simple change in their rules of 
organization. 
For, unlike the Senate wherein the 
constitution provies the lieutenant gover­ 
nor as the presiding office, the constitu­ 
tion makes no mention of a speaker. It 
merely states that each house shall 
choose its officers and adopt rules for its 
proceedings. 


UNDER THE ASSEMBLY rules the 
membership elects a speaker by a major­ 
ity. which is 11 votes. Once elected, the 
speaker becomes a virtual dictator. He 
names all committeemen and committee 
chairmen. He assigns all bills to commit­ 
tee. 
The ability to control committees and 
steer legislative proposals to them gives 
the speaker awesome power. He can 
guide the measures he favors to commit­ 
tees that will approve them. By the same 
method he can assure the defeat of bills. 


Another View 


G. WATERS 
And he can lean heavily on the members 
when legislation he wants comes before 
the full Assembly. 
This great power thwarts the whole 
idea of representative government. For 
the speaker, whoever he may be at the 
moment, oment, represents just one of 
the 80 Assembly districts. Yet the power 
he possesses enables him to dictate 
legislative policy to the other 7!) members 
or a sufficient number of them to assure, 
his will is carried out. 
Of late the speaker has assumed even 
greater powers. He has acted as the 
“ bagman” for campaign funds. His 
strength enables him to guide legislation 
and creates the opportunity for him to 
gather political contributions. He can 
then parcel out these funds to aid in the 
election or defeat of other assemblymen. 
So the pressures he can apply to his 
fellow legislators not only affect their 
ability to properly represent their dis­ 
tricts. it also threatens their continuance 
in office. 
TO AVOID SUCH one-man rule the 
Senate, long ago. diffused its leadership. 
It stripped the lieutenant governor of 
authority to name committees and assign 
bills and placed these duties in the hands 
of a five-man rules committee elected by 
the membership. 
Now the assembly has the chance to do 
the same. For. although Moretti's term of 
office does not end until December, 1974, 
Brown and McCarthy are out to lock up 
the succession votes now. 
Both are young, able men. Both are 
attorneys. Being Democrats, their views 
are not too far apart. Perhaps neither 
one would attempt to use the muscle as 
speaker that Moretti. and Jesse Unruh 
before him. have used. But a little 
transitory power often makes strange 
changes in men. 
As it stands the choice between them 
will be difficult for the members. But 
they can seize upon the opportunity to 
insist that whoever gets their vote agrees 
to divest the speaker of the power to 
appoint committees and assign bills. 
Such a change would be a true reform.

Memories Of Moscow 


WASHINGTON - 
* Ten years ago. I was 
living and working in 
Moscow. As a corre­ 
spondent there, I 
lived with ali the assumptions that for­ 
eigners take to the Soviet capital. I 
assumed my telephones were tapped. I 
know my mail was opened en route. I 
know that at times I and my colleagues 
were followed. While I encountered rela­ 
tively little information that the govern­ 
ment there did not already know, never­ 
theless I and my press and diplomatic- 
friends often interrupted each other by 
putting a finger to the lips and then 
pointing to the ceiling, where a bug might 
have been listening. 


It was standard paranoia, fortunately 
in my case temporary, relieved by occa­ 
sional trips outside and eventually ending 
when I departed after nearly three years. 
But in the case of people who are born 
there and live there all their lives, the 
atmosphere is much the same — except 
that it never ends. 


THE WAY IT USED to be in Moscow 
has been recurring to me insistently w'ith 
each new' disclosure in the Nixon cam­ 
paign scandals. I know it is a cheap shot, 
a technique often used by people for 
whom I have contempt, to blacken any­ 
thing you do not like in America by 
likening it to Russia or Communism.

Today I had first-hand experience of 
the arrogance of government. After some 
two hours of presentations by citizen 
group representatives and individuals to 
the Marin County Board of Supervisors 
re the county administrator’s proposed 
supra-agency consolidation of the depart­ 
ments of health, social services and 
probation into a new' ‘‘Department of 
Health and Human Services,” the chair­ 
man of the board, Mr. Baptiste, summed 
up the opposition as a lot. of “ rhetoric” 
and the reorganization was approved by 
a 3-2 vote.

mind for almost 11 months now, I have 
not made this comparison in a column. It 
comes out now, provoked by an astonish­ 
ingly narrow view of current events 
disclosed in letters to the editor of widely 
scattered newspapers. 


In part, that view still does not per­ 
ceive all this scandal as anything more 
than a long-ago wiretapping attempt at 
Democratic headquarters — even though 
on any given day the same paper that 
prints such letters is loaded with new 
revelations of sabotage, malfeasance, 
faking, perjuring, concealing, burgling 
and more. 


Another aspect of it still insists that it 
is all something the press dreamed up. 
Witness this from a writer to the New 
Orleans Times-Picayune: “ The entire 
media were so shocked by the over­ 
whelming defeat of their boy, Sen. 
George McGovern, that they have gone 
ape over frying to smear President Nixon 
over this spitting-on-the-sidewalk inci­ 
dent. “ Where on earth can that person 
have spent the last year? 


NOT IN MOSCOW. Anyone who has 
.spent time there cannot possibly ignore 
the sober potential of what has happened 
here. 


In the Soviet Union, there is the KGB 
(Committee for State Security), w'hich is 
vaguely comparable to our CIA in that it 
is supposed to collect intelligence and 
protect the state from external enemies. 
There also is the MVD (Ministry for 
Internal Security), roughly lining up with 
the FBI in that its job is to guard against 
domestic enemies. There is a Foreign 
Ministry, like a State Department, and a 
Justice Ministry, like a Justice Depart­ 
ment, and so on. There also is the 
Communist Party, theoretically apart 
from these government functions but 
superior to them all. 
What differentiated the Soviet system 


from ours all these years was that here 
the government and especially its police 
and intelligence divisions were separated 
from the party in power by both theory 
and practice. 
Of course, Presidents traditionally, 
have used their official airplanes and 
staff and appointees to advance their 
political cause. But out in the depart­ 
ments, in the FBI and the CIA, at State 
and Justice, people were presumed to be 
working first in the interest of the 
country, not a political party. This is the 
line that has been crossed in these past 
months, and that is what makes the 
whole pattern of behavior in Mr. Nixon’s 
behalf so much more serious than the 
sum of its many parts. 


AS THE KGB. the MVD and the other 
Soviet agencies are most aggressive 
against any imagined threat to the Com­ 
munist Party’s supremacy, so the men 
around Mr. Nixon busied themselves to 
compromise the executive branch — 
including its police and intelligence divi­ 
sions — to protect the President against 
any threat to his re-election. 
They tried and at minor points succeed­ 
ed in using those agencies for illegal, 
solely political ends. True, they were so 
irfipatient that they organized their own 
super-party and super-police and intellig­ 
ence agencies, unbound by the law. Had 
they not been caught, they would have 
been encouraged to go on in that direc­ 
tion at least till 1976, and what might that 
election year have brought? 
We are not sure yet that it will all be 
cleaned up and turned around by then. If 
it is, it will be because of stubborn men 
in the judicial and legislative branches, 
and in the press. So far at least, those 
institutions here survive free of White 
House control, and — so far — we can get 
along here without speaking in whsipers 
and pointing in warning to the ceiling.

Plight Of American Indian 
Is Real And Depressing One 


What is the plight of the American 
Indian? Putting aside the violent and 
illegal occupation of Wounded Knee by 
the leaders of the American Indian Move­ 
ment, whose tactics most Indians con­ 
demn, it is a grim plight. It has been for 
a long time. Here are the facts: 
Average family income — $1,500 a 
year. 
Average educational level — five years 
of school. 
Unemployment on reservations — 40 
per cent. 
Life expectancy — 44 years. 
Infant mortality — three times national 
average. 
Tuberculosis — eight times national 
average. 
Housing —- 70 per cent substandard. 


Indian leaders want tribal sovereignty. 
One expert puts it this way: “ American 
Indians have survived all attempts . 
to destroy their unique culture, their 
tribal patterns of living and their special 
view of the world around them. 
if the Indian is the poorest of Ameri­ 
can minorities, he is also among the 
hardiest. Indians are moving slowly but 
steadily toward the assumption of full 
responsibility for their own affairs after 
more than a century of paternalistic 
domination by the federal government.” 


POLITICAL FALLOUT FROM WAT­ 
ERGATE. Here are consequences not 
often cited: 


1 — The administration has very proba­ 
bly thrown away the Pentagon Papers 
case by its alleged involvement in the 
burglarizing of the offices of Daniel 
Ellsberg’s psychiatrist and the alleged 
offering of the F B I post to Judge W. Matt 
Byrne Jr. while the trial was in progress. 


2 — The Republican Party has lost the 
“ Iaw-and-order” issue despite a nation­ 
wide dowmturn in major crime. It can 
hardly charge the Democrats with a 
permissiveness equal to that practiced by 
White House aides. 


3 -— Six Republican senators have 
passed the word tolhe President that the 


way things now stand they won t run for 
re-election. 


SLIVER OF SILVER LINING. Foreign 
diplomats in Washington do not think that 
Watergate will seriously impair U.S. 
foreign policy and its dealings w’ith other 
countries. 
Interview's with Asian and western 
ambassadors suggest that the U.S. imago 
abroad has not been badly hurt. Reason: 
Scandals worse than Watergate occur in 
their countries. Said one European diplo­ 
mat: 
“ Every country has had political af­ 
fairs like that. I personally do not think it 
will have an impact on Europe or espe­ 
cially on the President’s talks with Euro­ 
pean leaders.” 


THE RISING GRAPH OF W ELFARE 
COSTS. It goes up and up almost every 
year. 
In 1965 social welfare accounted for 33 
per cent of the federal budget; last year 
it was 46 per cent. 
Much of the increase comes from the 
fact that since 1966 the federal treasury 
has been the main source of funds for 
social welfare purposes. In 1972 the 
federal government supplied 55 per cent 
of all public funds spent for social 
welfare; state and local governments 
supplied 45 per cent. 
Federal, state and local governments 
together spend more than half of their 
income for social welfare purposes. 


WOMEN AND THE STOCK MARKET. 
They are investing their own money —- 
and liking it better. They have a lot to 
invest. 
Women receive $116 billion a year in 
■ salaries, own $172 billion in registered 
stock, have an estimated $10 billion in 
mutual funds, and last year received $5 
billion in death benefits.

WHAT OTHER EDI TORS SAY 
National Press Council; Does It 
Really Represent Public Interest?

We see the Twentieth Century Fund 
has launched its National Press Council, 
intended to police some of the largest 
media and restore the public’s confidence 
in the press. 


“ A meddler is a fello w who ca uses 
tro uble which he ca n help so lv e.” 


The council is rooted in an eminently 
sound idea. We agree that the press in 
this nation generally does not receive the 
kind of scrutiny and criticism that the 
press applies to other institutions. This 
leaves a gap in public knowledge and 
understanding, filled only by the self- 
interested complaints of politicians and 
interest groups. While the press is getting 
better at covering itself, peer group 
pressures do impose subtle restraints, 
and there is no doubt a place for supple­ 
mentary and more independent criticism. 


It is quite a leap from these insights, 
though, to the notion that it is either 
possible or desirable to have some quasi­ 
judicial body handing down supposedly 
impartial versions of some final truth. In 
particular, we are put off by the Press 
Council’s claim to represent “ the pub­ 
lic.” We scan its members in vain 
looking for someone whom Archie Bunk­ 
er would identify as his representative, 
and it is our clear impression that it is 
among his peers that confidence in the 
media most needs restoring. It would be 
interesting, in fact, to know how the 
panel’s voting in the 1968 election com­ 


pares with that of the public it presumes 
to represent. 
So, while we sympathize with the 
purposes of the council, we have doubts 
about its means. We have always won­ 
dered why the Twentieth Century Fund 
couldn't do just as much good by taking 
its money and sponsoring a really good 
and reasonably independent magazine 
covering the press, letting contending 
views meet and trusting to find the truth 
not in trial-like decisions but in the free 
marketplace of ideas.

.Vnjerican novel as a fashiona­ 
ble topic for the premature 
post-mortem crowd. "Is Broad­ 
way ¡or the novel, or baseball) 
dying?” asks the speaker with 
an audience to titillate or the 
journalist with a column to fill, 
carefully preparing his face in 
the mourner’s position. Ah, the 
games pundits play! 
"What was formerly a pas­ 
time has now become a busi­ 
ness.” Who delivered this obitu­ 
ary on baseball? The ubiquitous 
Howard Cosell? Wrong. John 
Montgomery Ward, a major 
leaguer himself, writing in 1886. 
Ward, it seems, was the first of 
the literary' pitchers, 70 years 
ahead of former Cincinnati Red 
Jim Brosnan, 80 years ahead of 
former New York Yankee Jim 
Bouton. the latest master of the 
fast ball-point. 


NOTHING IS NEW under 
that bleacher sun. The differ­ 
ence now is that worrying about 
the future of baseball has be­ 
come almost as Big Business as 
baseball. And so there are 
books with titles like ‘‘No Joy in 
Mudville: The Dilemma of Ma­ 
jor League Baseball,” while the 
sages in the right-field stands 
nod in agreement that one more 
player strike will do it —the out 
sign will go up for the game 
itself. 
After they have tsk-tsked. in 
the Ward tradition, over ava­ 
rice, the anxious Annies of 
baseball specialize in tw-o argu­ 
ments. First, the sinister anten­ 
na rears its ugly head, ‘‘If the 
game is tampered with by TV 
to exclude the charismatic val­ 
ue,” Ralph Andreano, baseball 
fan and economics professor, 
warns darkly, "if television 
perverts the social values im­ 
plicit in the Folk Hero Factor, 
then major-league baseball will 
most surely decline to a specta­ 
tor sport of minor national sig­ 
nificance.”

Next on the Cassandras’ list 
of omens is something called 
tempo. By comparison with 
basketball, hockey, and even 
football, baseball admittedly is 
the andante cantabile of sports. 
The worry-warts 
like red­ 
faced policemen coping with a 
traffic jam —are forever think­ 
ing of ways to "speed up” the 
game, even though statisticians 
have concluded that turning a 
slow-working pitcher into a 
fast-working pitcher would save 
only about 414 minutes over 
nine innings. 


The simplest answer to the 
tempo argument may be that if 
something is a pleasure, one 
doesn’t want to speed it up. But 
simple answers are not to the 
taste of baseball’s apologists. 
"Down on the playing field, 
another version of time exists, 
Einsteinian in its complexity,” 
one theoretician has elaborately 
suggested. Which brings up an­ 
other point — that baseball 
may have a little trouble sur­ 
viving its friends. 


EVEN THE MOST hysterical 
nail-biters about baseball’s fu­ 
ture are sober realists com­ 
pared with the game’s defend­ 
ers. 
Writing in praise of 
baseball tends to turn even the 
better prose stylists toward 
slushy mysticism. "Not until I 
got to college and was intro­ 
duced to literature did I find 
anything with a comparable 
emotional atmosphere as strong 
an esthetic appeal,” Philip 
Roth has rhapsodized in "The 
Great 
American N ovel." 
"Baseball with its Iongeurs and 
thrills, its spaciousness. . .its 
peculiarly hypnotic tedium, its 
heroics, its nuances, its ‘char­ 
acters,’ its language, and its 
mythic sense of itself. . .” etc.. 
etc. Upward the incense rises. 
Stubbornly, almost angrily, 
we hang on to baseball, like an 
historic landmark some motel- 
builder wants to tear down. We 
insist on getting personally in­ 
volved in Hank Aaron’s assault 
on 
Babe 
Ruth’s home-run 
record. There are few neutrals 
on any subject in baseball. Is 
Johnny Bench the greatest 
catcher in the history ot the 
game? Does Gaylord Perry 
throw a spitball? No sport has 
more debate topics set up in its 
file, and one must not only have 
an opinion, one must care. 
Other games — rich in pace 
and contact —may be enjoyed 
more at the actual moment. 
But no game is held in such 
affection before and after the 
event. Breathing the powdered- 
sugar air of boyhood bubble­ 
gum cards, Americans are in 
love with their love of the 
game. In effect, the baseball- 
lover is the 10th man on the 
team*, and as long as he’s still 
playing —as long as baseball is 
also a state of mind — the other 
nine players should be sliding 
home safe.

Michigan Cities Eye Moving 
Belts As Mass Transit Link 


YPSILANTI, Mich. (UPI) - 
An ultramodern $80 million 
mass transit concept that would 
use conveyers to move people 
in air conditioned comfort is 
under consideration by Wash­ 
tenaw County officials. 
The system, called Pass-Por- 
tation (Mass-Po) and developed 
by United Technology, Inc.. of 
Southfield. Mich., would con­ 
nect this city with Ann Arbor 10 
miles away. It would be the 
first of its kind in the world. 
According to its inventor, 
Walton Cushman, the continu­ 
ous loop would be composed of 
a main conveyer carrying 
paired seats at a steady fixed 
speed, and a smaller conveyer 
which would stop to pick up 
passengers and then speed up 
to allow boarding of the main 
conveyer. 
He said the endless motion of 
the main conveyer would save 
energy which other systems 
burn up in starting and stop­ 
ping. He estimated construction 
and operating costs at about 
$1,000 per seat, compared with 
$4,000 for most bus systems. 
At a sustained speed of 30 
miles per hour, the system 
could transport 90,(MX) persons 
per hour, he said. 
The propsoal was unveiled 
during the weekend at a meet­ 
ing of the Washtenaw County 


Overall Economic Development 
Program Committee, a citizen 
group formed so the communi­ 
ties could obtain federal trans­ 
portation funds. Committee 
Chairman James Cregar said 
the group was impressed by the 
system, but is also exploring 
several other possibilities. 


He estimated it would take 
five years to raise money and 
build such a system, which 
would use existing right of way. 


"The eyes of the world will be 
upon us,” said Gerald McComb 
of the Ypsilanti Chamber of 
Commerce. "We have the op­ 
portunity here to be first with a

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Q. I find myself in a posi­ 
tion where I can afford to 
“take a flyer” with a few 
speculations. Warrants inter­ 
est me for this purpose but I 
am not clear on the fine 
points of this kind of invest­ 
ment. Would you discuss how 
these work? Would you favor 
warrants for speculation?— 
R .C. 


A. Warrants are options to 
purchase common shares, 
usually on a one-for-one basis, 
at a stated price, within a 
prescribed time period, al­ 
though certain issues are per­ 
petual. However, no ownership 
of the issuing company is repre­ 
sented by the warrant, nor are 
dividends paid to holders of 
these options. The warrant is 
generally priced well below the 
common share to which it is 
tied. Thus $1,000 will purchase 
possibly five times' as many 
warrants as common shares. 
As a rule warrants move up 
and down faster than their com­ 
mon share counterparts. 


There are 12 NYSE-listed 
warrants, 73 ASE and 97 NAS­ 
DAQ warrants allowing inves­ 
tors a broad list from which to 
choose. In making your selec­ 
tion expiration dates should be 
noted carefully, since warrants 
are worthless after that time. 
Furthermore, terms, i.e. exer­ 
cise prices, should be noted 
since these may change prior to 
expiration date. Warrants are 
primarily attractive as trading 
vehicles rather than for their 
exercise value. 


Q. Three years ago I pur­ 
chased 300 shares of Marine 
Midland (NYSE) at $38. Since 
then it has gone down consid­ 
erably. Should I hold or 
sell?—S.M. 


A. Unless your primary in­ 
vestment goal is income I 
would recommend switching to 
a faster growth issue. Although 
the recent increase to 7 per 
cent in the prime rate banks 
charge their most creditworthy 
customers will improve the 
spread between loan yields and 
money costs, earnings this year 
may be restricted by expansion 
expenses. Two major regional 
headquarters will be opened 
this year. Also exerting a 
dampening influence on profits 
are loan loss provisions and 
lower-margined foreign opera­ 
tions.

Soviet Vessels 


Prowl O ff China 


TA IPEI (UPI) — A Soviet 
fleet of three to five warships 
sailed through the Formosa 
Strait last Saturday in an ap­ 
parent effort to spy on the 
Chinese Communist coastal de­ 
fenses. authoritative sources 
said today. 


The sources told U PI the 
Russian flotilla sailed along a 
route between 25 to 45 miles 
from the China Mainland when 


it passed through the 95-mile- 
wide strait in daylight. 
The sources, who have access 
to military information, said 
the Russian naval patrol was 
composed of at least one de­ 
stroyer, one escort destroyer 
.and one submarine which was 
sailing on the surface. 
They said two other Russian 
warships of unidentified types 
were also sighted with the fleet 
before it entered the strait from 
its northern end between Foo- 


chow on the mainland and Kee- 
lung in Taiwan at midmoming 
last Saturday. However, the 
two ships disappeared during 
the fleet's daylight passage 
through the 270-mile long strait, 
they added. 
The sources said the two 
ships which disappeared could 
have been submarines passing 
submerged through the Strait, 
probably hugging the mainland 


coast, or they could have been 
diverted. 
This is the first time that any 
Russian warships have ap­ 
peared in the strait since 1949 
when the Communists drove the 
Nationalist government to Tai­ 
wan. 
The sources said the Russian 
ships apparently were equipped 
with sophisticated electronic 
gear capable of detecting and 


evaluating Chinese Communist 
radars and other military de­ 
fense facilities along the coast. 
Nationalist Chinese warships 
and Air Force planes which for 
more than two decades have 
maintained unchallenged su­ 
premacy in the strait shadowed 
the Russian ships all the way 
through the strait before the 
fleet disappeared into the South 
China Sea Saturday evening.

School Lunch Program Opposed 
For Fabricated Food Proposal 


WASHINGTON (UPI* — Some 
citizens groups and food profes­ 
sionals said today Agriculture 
Department plans to allow use 
of fabricated foods as substi­ 
tutes in school breakfast and 
lunch programs could have an 
adverse effect on children’s 
health. 
Fifteen nutritionists, repre­ 
senting a coalition of objectors, 
said in a statement addressed 
to Herbert Rorex, director of 
the department's child nutrition 
division: 
“ We believe that the pro­ 
posed foods could have serious 
adverse effects on the health of 
school children and would dis­ 
courage children from develop­ 
ing proper eating habits/' 
New regulations proposed by 
the department in revising 


school breakfast programs are 
“ a model for cost cutting at the 
expense 
of 
our 
children’s 
health.” the statement said. 
Fabricated foods are highly 
processed foods later enriched 
with vitamins and minerals lost 
through the process. 
The statement said the nutri­ 
tionists were “ most concerned 
about the grain-fruit product 
that is proposed as a substitute 
for a real breakfast.” This is a 
tart or cake, heavily fortified 
with vitamins and minerals and 
artifically flavored. 
The nutritionists said the 
large amounts of sugar in the 
products can contribute to tooth 
decay. 
The only nutrients 
present, they said, are those 
added by the manufacturer 
while nutrients present in natu- 


ral foods “ are deficient in the j 
grain-fruit product.” 
They said that while they 
“ strongly endorse” federally- 
financed school food programs,; 
“ we demand that such pro­ 
grams promote good eating ; 
habits and not jeopardize the j 
health of the children.” 
Among organizations endors­ 
ing the statement were the 
Food Research and Action Cen­ 
ter. the Agribusiness Accounta­ 
bility Project, the Arkansas 
Community Organization for 
Reform Now. the Community 
Nutrition Institute, the Federa­ 
tion of Homemakers, the Na­ 
tional Consumers League, and 
the National Sharecroppers 
Fund. A group of 29 food profes­ 
sionals also signed the state­ 
ment as individuals.

New Help For Retarded Children

Mich elle is a rosy -ch eeked, pig­ 
tailed six-y ear-old wh o. six 
m onth s ago. could not eat, 
dress h erself or even play with ­ 
out h elp. Now sh e is learning to 
do all th ose th ings, th anks to a 
new program for th e retarded. 
Jeff, like Mich elle, is consid­ 
ered “ profoundly re ta rde d," 
wh ich means h e h as an IQ 
under 25 and th eoretically is 
completely untrainable: incapa­ 
ble of learning th e most basic 
skills to care for h imself— feed­ 
ing, dressing, toilet training. 
But Jeff, like Mich elle, is learn­ 
ing. 
Many if not most of th e 250,- 
000 Americans like Jeff and 
Mich elle are institutionalized at 
an early age, abandoned by- 
society as h opeless, to exist in 
often squalid, depressing sur­ 
roundings. 


A PROGRAM called “ Rain­ 
bows Unlimited" is one answer 
to such neglect. It h as brough t 
togeth er a group of nonprofes­ 
sional volunteers wh o are at­ 
tempting with a dozen ch ildren 


wh at many professionals refuse 
to try -: Teach ing th e unteach a- 
ble. 
Rainbows founder Linda Weir 
was giving Jeff a speech lesson 
wh en a reporter looked in. Jeff 
is eigh t y ears old and cannot 
walk; h e is an attractive, th in 
boy with sh iny black h air. But 
h is blue ey es looked clouded 
and confused, and h is gangly 
frame was perch ed awkwardly 
on a straigh t-backed ch air. 


Miss Weir, a perky , pleasant 
blonde, 
sat facing Jeff. Sh e 
wedged h is knees between h ers 
and h eld up a brigh tly -speckled 
beach ball. 
“Jeff, th is is a ball. Say 
bbbaaalll." 
“ Bbuh ." 
“ Yes, th at's good," sh e said, 
h anding h im a bit of potato 
ch ip. 
Sh e explained to th e visitor 
th at even if Jeff makes only 
part of a sound, h e is rewarded. 
“Jeff, do th is. Pot-tee." 
“ Grah ." 
“ No." sh e said sh arply , and 
turned h er h ead away for a few 
seconds.

Her vacant 
green ey es took in th e visitor 
uncompreh endingly , th en soon 
began w andering random ly 
about th e small but ch eerful 
room wh ere sh e was about to 
take a lesson in dressing. 


A woman volunteer—one is 
assigned to each ch ild—h eld a 
bit of cookie in one h and, a 
metal embroidery h oop in th e 
oth er. Mich elle h ad to reach 
th rough th e h oop to get th e 
reward. It w-as th e first step in 
th e long, try ing process of 
teach ing Mich elle to dress and 
undress h erself. 
Th e h oop w-as maneuvered so 
Mich elle could only get to th e 
cookie by going th rough th e 
h oop. Th en sh e h ad to take th e 
h oop off. for wh ich sh e was also 
rewarded. 


WHILE JEFF and Mich elle 
took th eir lessons, Rainbow's 
oth er students play ed in th e 
sch ool’s main activities area, a 
spacious, well-ligh ted room ad­ 
joining th e sm aller lesson 
rooms. 
It is not ordinary play . You 
do not h ear th e babble of nor­ 
mal ch ildren laugh ing and 
figh ting. Th ese sadly retarded 
ch ildren do not play togeth er; 
th ey are wrapped up in th eir 
own cocoons of bewilderment. 
Th eir ey es roam as if endlessly 
search ing for someth ing th ey 
can recognize; th eir lips rarely 
move except to cry ; th eir 
bodies wander aimlessly in a 
h alf stumbling gait or crawl. 
It is a h earth breaking sigh t. 
But Miss Weir and h er volun­ 
teers are unraveling, bit by bit, 
th ese cocoons of retardation. 
Wh en th ese ch ildren came to 
Rainbows at its founding late 
last y ear th ey could do noth ing 
for th emselves. Now. Miss Weir 
said, all are toilet-trained to 
vary ing degrees, th ey all can 
feed th emselves, and each is 
learning at h is own rate oth er 
skills so commonplace to ordi­ 
nary h umans. 


THE METHOD is called oper­ 
ant conditioning, wh ich , simply 
explained, is a way of ch anging 
beh avior, or directing beh avior 
in a certain direction, by posi­ 
tive and negative reinforcement 
of actions. It is based on th e 
premise th at y ou do not need to 
know wh y someone is abnormal 
before y ou can treat th e abnor­ 
mality . 
“ Let’s face it," Miss Weir 
said. “ Nobody ’s ever going to 
spend a lot of money on th ese 
kids. We can h ave programs 
with nonprofessiorials if we 
h ave th ree th ings: 
“ One, th e program h as to be 
written so success is inh erent 
with each ch ild. In oth er words, 
y ou h ave to start with some­ 
th ing h e can do and th en work 
up. 
“Two. y ou h ave to put it into 


terms th e ch ild can understand 
and sh ow h im th at it’s worth ­ 
wh ile to learn it. He h as to h ave 
an incentive. 
"Th ree, y ou h ave to believe 
th ey can do it. Oth erwise y ou 
could not work with th ese 
kids." 
Critics h ave said th at operant 
conditioning h as been used to 
train apes to work puzzles. 
Th is, th ey h ave said, is no way 
*to work with h umans. Miss 
Weir replies with a sim ple 
pragm atism : Every one else 
h as given up, and, “ It works, 
doesn’t it?" 


THE GOAL of Rainbows is to 
train retarded ch ildren to th e 
point wh ere oth ers will become 
interested in th em, to th e point 
wh ere th ey h ave enough skills 
to enter special 
education 
classes. 
“Th ere’s th is big Catch 22." 
Miss Weir said “ If a ch ild does

Cummings h ave conducted on 
th e job training sessions for th e 
women. 
“ We were a little nervous at 
first," explained Mrs. C.W. 
Rich ardson, “but once Paul ex­ 
plained th at th e pieces bend in 
all directions and were delicate 
but strong, we relaxed." 
Th e women h ave uncovered 
pieces, long buried under plas­ 
ter, with beautiful pictures. 
Th ey h ave completed one set or 
lancet of th e windows. Th ree 
lancets comprise a window. 
With at least one of th e eigh t 
women working every day th e 
windows sh ould meet th e con­ 
tractor's deadline, Dane said.

WASHINGTON, D.C. — Do y ou ju st drop a 
letter in the nearest mailbox and hope for the 
best? 
You can do better than that. You can help 
to speed y ou r letter on its way by choosing 
the right mailbox . 
All mailbox es may look alike, bu t today 
they are not Some hav e a white star painted 
on them; some two white stars. 
The difference? The latest 
collection from the one-star box 
is 5 p.m. The latest collection 
from the two-star box is 8 p.m. 
If y ou ’re a late mailer, that’s 
y ou r box . Bu t perhaps the one- 
star box is nearer. You don’t 
know where to find the other 


signed ou t at ev ery point of 
handling. It is practically im­ 
possible to lose a registered 
item 


Certified mail costs 35 cents, 
plu s postage. It does not afford 
the secu rity of registered mail, 
bu t it giv es y ou a retu rn receipt 


from the receiv er. 
You can read all abou t this — 
and more — in the new booklet 
prepared by the consu mer ad­ 
v ocate for the U.S. Postal Serv ­ 
ice, Thomas Chadwick. 


It is coming off the press soon 
and is free. It is called “Con­ 


sumers' Guide to Po sta l Serv ­ 
ice.” Yo u ma y g et a co py a t 
y o ur lo ca l po st o ffice o r a ddress 
y o ur request to Co nsumer Ad­ 
v o ca te, U.S. Po sta l Serv ice, 
Wa shing to n, D.C. 2 02 60.

Check Those 
Silent Leaks 


NEW YORK (UPI) — Is a 
silent 
leak 
ru nning u p y ou r 
water bill? A silent toilet leak 
can send thou sands of gallons 
of water down the drain withou t 
any one knowing it. 


The people at the American 
Water Works Association say 
there is an easy way to find ou t 
if y ou hav e one. 


They recommend pu tting a 
few drops of food coloring in 
the tank. If there is a leak, the 
color will appear in the toilet 
bowl. The trou ble may be a 
worn ou t washer in the toilet’s 
inlet v alv e, a discharge stopper 
that is defectiv e or off-center, 
or an ov erflow pipe that has 
rotted at the base.

That’s no ex cu se. The loca­ 
tion of the nearest two-star box 
is in a printed notice on the one- 
star box . 


IF YOU are mailing an air­ 
mail letter, y ou will, of cou rse, 
look for the nearest white- 
topped “ Airmail O nly ” box . 
The last collection from these 
box es is listed as 4 p.m. 


There is something new in 
this aspect of mail serv ice. To 
su pplem ent the reg u la r a ir­ 
lines. which u sed to carry mu ch 
of the mail, bu t which hav e cu t 
ou t many of their night flights 
du e to the decrease in passen­ 
ger demand, the U.S. Postal 
Serv ice has added its own air- 
tax i network. 


These mail tax is are mostly 
propeller-driv en craft, thou gh 
there are some jets u nder con­ 
tract to the post office. There 
are 167 of these planes in all. 
They fly among the m ajor U.S. 
cities in hops of 600 miles or so. 
With the addition of this serv ­ 
ice. it is possible for the Postal 
Serv ice to promise deliv ery of 
airmail materials the nex t day 
within a 600-mile radiu s, pro­ 
v ided the letter is properly zip- 
coded . 
Althou gh 4 p.m. is the stated 
time for the last picku p of 
airmail, there are some later 
collections occasionally to con­ 
nect with flight schedu les. 


ANOTHER THING to re­ 
member in connection with air­ 
mail: Don’t take it for granted 
that an airmail stamp is all y ou 
need on an airmail letter. With 
some 9 0 billion pieces of mail of 
v ariou s kinds flowing throu gh 


Also, in an emergency , y ou 
might want to take adv antage 
of the “m ailgram .” This is a 
letter-telegram. All y ou hav e to 
do is call Western Union and 
giv e them the message. 


It will be sent by teleprinter 
to the post office in the city of 
destination and deliv ered in a 
special env elope by the mail­ 
man the following day . 


You hav e still another choice: 
You cou ld try the new Ex press 
Mail serv ice. Ov ernight deliv ­ 
ery of letters or parcels is 
g u aranteed. This serv ice is 
u sed primarily by bu sinesses, 
bu t any one can take adv antage 
of it. 


That is, any one who happens 
to be in any one of the 56 cities 
in which it is operating at the 
present time. Consu lt the post 
office for information. 


If y ou want special handling 
of y ou r mail, y ou hav e a choice 
of special deliv ery , 
certified 
mail, or registered mail. 


SPECIAL DELIVERY does 
not 
m ean fast deliv ery , as 
many assu me. If y ou r special 
deliv ery letter arriv es in the 
post office at the time of a 
regu lar deliv ery , the postman 
will fake it along with other 
mail. 


If it arriv es after the regu lar 
deliv ery , it will be taken to its 
destination by a special-deliv - 
ery carrier.

A Thrilling Concert 
By Rejto, Bailer

When two consummately mu­ 
sical artists who have per­ 
formed together for 2b years 
put on a concert, one can ex­ 
pect completely satisfying re­ 
sults. When they are perform­ 
ing works that they have 
undoubtedly played together 
several times during their long 
association, always bringing 
new experiences and fresh in­ 
sights. the result is thrilling, as 
it was last night when cellist 
Gabor Rejto and pianist Adolph 
Bailer teamed up in Dominican 
College's Angelico Hall. 


The first half of the program 


consisted of two Beethoven son­ 
atas composed 20 years apart. 
The first. Sonata in F Major, 
Opus 5. already established 
Beethoven's preference for mo­ 
tives over themes, and last 
night's duo made the most of 
that motivie interplay. 


in the adagio introduction it 


is the cellist's eloquent state­ 
ments that are spotlighted, but 
they are woven into the texture 
of the piano. The allegro which 
follows gives the piano center 
stage, but the piano is orna­ 
mented with the cello's scat­ 
tered statements, which were 
phrased perfectly by Rejto. 
Beethoven's greater assur­ 
ance in composing for the cello 
is apparent in the Sonata in D 
Major. Opus 102. thus giving 
more complexity and freedom 
to both instruments. The finale 
begins as a Bachian fugue 
which soon goes unmistakably 
Beethovian by its greater con-

cern with developing the motiv­ 
ie material, and the duo sent it 
soaring through the smooth 
scale patterns to the climax. 
The ethereal second move­ 
ment which had preceded it 
Adagio con molto sentimento 
d'affetto — the classical period 
now definitely in the past) was 
introduced by the cello singing 
the melody for the only time. 
Hereafter, both cello and piano 
blended again as a sensitive 
duet. There was not a cut-off or 
delicate attack that wds not 
special last night. 
Zoltán Kodaly’s Sonata, Opus 


I was a pleasant change after 
intermission. The composer's 
roots in Hungarian folk music 
were instantly recognizable in 
the cello’s melody built on a 
series of fourths together with 
the sympathetic rubato execut­ 
ed by the artists in the rather 
improvisational. 
Following two Beethoven son­ 
atas and a Kodalv with one by 
Brahms seemed an unwise 
choice. But the Sonata in F 
Major. Opus 99 was played with 
such lyricism and true style 
ithe three allegro movements — 
vivace, passionato. moltoso 
thoroughly distinguished one 
from the other) that one got a 
second wind and became enrap­ 
tured with the master composer 
of chamber music. 
The too-small audience 


brought Rejto and Bailer back 
to play yet another Beethoven, 
his Seven Variations on a 
Theme from Mozart's Magic 
Flute, which was just the right 
light touch to end the evening. 


choreography by Charles Weid- 
man and dedicated to the fa­ 
mous modern dancer Doris 
Humphery, is a difficult and 
challenging work for the best of 
companies, not only musically 
but stylistically, and Marin Civ­ 
ic Ballet rendered it with 
strength, joy and confidence. 
Yet. sometimes I got the feeling 
I was “ watching ballet dancers 
do modern,” for it is expecting 
a lot of a ballet-trained dancer 
to make an immediate and total 
transition to a thoroughly mod­ 
ern work and a radically differ­ 
ent way of moving. 


“ Variations on a Theme by 


Haydn” was an abstract ballet 
with choreography by Lila Zali 
to music of Brahms and en­ 
hanced by succulent lime-green 
chiffon tunics. It consisted of 
some very tricky ballet move­ 
ments sometimes requiring an 
incredible speed on the part of 
¡he dancer. This ballet gave the 
Laguna 
Beach company a 


chance to demonstrate its tech­ 
nical strength, particularly in 
the pas de deux sections, and 
the effect was at times bril­ 
liant. 


“ Russian Masque,” presented 


by the Sacramento Ballet to 
music of Khatchaturian. was 
not particularly Russian in ei­ 
ther style or content. (In fact, it 
was not "Russian” at all.) 
From point of view of both 
music and lustrous red and gold 
costumes, it could have been 
one of the strongest works of 
the evening, but choreographi- 
cally it was about the weakest. 
It abounded in choreographic 
cliches which reminded me of 
some rather boring classroom 
exercises, and the dancers 
lacked lightness and ease in its 
performance. But if a choreog­ 
rapher takes a heavy-handed 
approach to his ballet, can we 
expect his dancers to be air­ 
borne? 


Other companies participat­ 
ing in the program were the 
Dorothy Fisher Concert Dan­ 
cers in “ Songs Along the Riv­ 
er” ; Ballet Tacoma in “ Offer­ 
ing” : The Cornish Ballet in “ A 
Remembrance” ; San Joaquin 
Concert Ballet in “ Blue is the 
Color of My True Love's Bag” ; 
Peninsula Theatre Ballet in 
"Roundabout” ; and Tacoma 
Performing Dance Company in 
“ Paganinianna.”

NEW YORK (UPI) — A Ro­ 
man Catholic priest was found 
shot to death in the rectory of 
his church today, the apparent 
victim of a robbery of the 
Sunday collection money, police 
reported. 
The victim. Father John Con- 


lon. 47. of St. Bonaventure's 
rectory in Queens, was found 
lying on the floor of the base­ 
ment office shortly after mid­ 
night by two fellow priests, 
police said. He had been shot in 
the chest and arms and was 
pronounced dead at the scene.

with Joyce Conklin on harpsi­ 
chord the organ was kept in 
steady rhythm. Shifts from 
slow to fast meters were 
smooth and dynamic levels 
were varied effectively.

Frances Marion. America's 
first woman war correspondent 
who later became an Oscar- 
winning screenwriter, writing 
most of the silent films of 
Rudolph Valentino. Mary Pick 
ford and Greta Garbo, has died 
at the age of 86. 
Miss Marion, whose illus­ 
trious writing career included 
two Oscars, died Saturday at 
Good Samaritan Hospital fol­ 
lowing a brief illness. 
Considered the dean of Holly­ 
wood screenwriters during the 
late 1920s and 30s. Miss Marion 
wrote 136 films, including Gar­ 
bo's first talkie. “ Anna Chris­ 
tie.”

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Watergate 
Probe Pick 


Due Soon? 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - El­ 
liot L. Richardson testified to­ 
day that the White House pass­ 
ed him “ two or three names" of 
possible choices for special 
Watergate prosecutor but that 
he had not included them in his 
list of four finalists. 


He indicated he might select 
the prosecutor by tomorrow. 
On the third day of Senate 
hearings on his nomination to 
be attorney general, Richard­ 
son was asked by Sen John V 
Timney, D-Calif., whether he 
had consulted with President 
Nixon or the White House in his 
search for a special prosecutor. 


“ No." Richardson said. Then 
he added: "They passed me 
two or three names which they 
asked me to consider." 


Richardson was not asked nor 
did he say who passed him the 
names or how it was done, 
attorney general two weeks ago 
by Nixon and given “ full au­ 
thority" over the investigation 
of the Watergate scandal. In 
response to congressional de­ 
mand. Richardson said he 
would name a special prosecu­ 
tor and give him “ complete 
authority" over all Watergate 
matters. 


Reporter Dan Thomasson of 
Scripps Howard Newspapers 
quoted administration sources 
as saying the “ leading candi­ 
date" for the special prosecutor 
post was U.S. District Judge 
Harold R. Tyler Jr of New 
York. 
Thomasson said Tyler, a 
former assistant attorney gen­ 
eral in charge of the Justice 
Department’s civil rights divi­ 
sion under President Eisenhow­ 
er. was in Washington Sunday, 
apparently discussing the mat­ 
ter with Richardson. 
The Washington Star-News 
said former Sen. William B 
Spong, a Virginia Democrat, is 
a “ leading candidate." 
The naming of the prosecutor 
and the guidelines under which 
he would operate were the key 
issues in what would otherwise 
have been quick and routine 
approval of Richardson, who 
would be serving in his third 
cabinet post. 
A number of senators have 
said they want to know who the 
prosecutor will be before they 
confirm Richardson. 


Balloon Race Takes Zany Twists 
In Chesapeake Bay Competition 


ROCK HALL, Md. (UPI) - 
Eight pilots with a love for the 
unexpected Saturday completed 
man’s first crossing of the 
Chesapeake Bay by hot-air bal­ 
loon. 
Two others proved the aeron­ 
autical principle that balloons 
fly wherever the wind takes 
them—one landing inside a 16- 
foot motor boat in the middle of 
the bay, the other touching 
down at an Army arsenal 25 
miles north of the starting 
point. 
The huge, propane-heated 
spheroids lifted off at Sandy 
Point State Park on the western 
side of the 18-mile-wide water­ 
way and headed northeast for 
Maryland’s rural eastern shore 
in the first annual Great Preak- 
ness Festival Balloon Race. 
Robert L. Waligunda, 27, of 
Princeton. N.J., guided “ Amer­ 
ica" across the bay in 25 min­ 
utes, the fastest time, touching 
down in a freshly plowed corn 
field. 
All eight successful balloons 
landed within four miles of 


Sonoma Board

forcing him to land on the 
beach at the U.S. Army’s Edge- 
wood Arsenal. 25 miles north of 
the destination. 


“ We don’t care who wins," 
yelled Repak to a companion 
high above the bay, “ We just 
want to have some fun, give the 


sponsors their money’s worth 
and show people what balloons 
are like." 
The race kicked off a week of 
activity’s leading up to the 98th 
running of the Preakness at 
Baltim ore’s Pimlico race 
course May 19. 


Rep. Ashley Is 
Given Release 


TOLEDO, Ohio (UPI) - Rep. 
Thomas L. Ashley, D-Ohio, was 
released from the city work­ 
house yesterday after serving 
39 hours of a three-day sentence 
for having physical control of 
his car while intoxicated and 
resisting arrest. 
Ashley, 50. a congressman for 
19 years, was arrested when a 
policeman found him slumped 
over the wheel of his car. He 
began swinging at the officer 
when the patrolman opened the 
car’s door. 
“ I ’m a citizen who made a 
mistake and I’m a citizen who 
is going to be treated like any 
other citizen who made a mis­ 
take," Ashley said before going 
to jail. “ We have one system of 
justice in this country—treat 
everyone equally."

Accord in g to Don ald Foreman , the man in 
charge of stad iu m op eration s for the Gian ts, 
thin gs are n ow ru n n in g smoothly . It is amazin g 
what the mere p resen ce of regu lar p olicemen can 
d o. 
IN THE PAST all the crowd con trol at Can d le­ 
stick was carried ou t by the Bu rn s Agen cy , with 
members of the San Fran cisco Police ou tsid e the 
walls. Sin ce the trou ble cau sed by roamin g ban d s 
of kid s came to the fore, method s hav e been 
chan ged . Now there are u n iformed members of 
San Fran cisco’s fin est roamin g arou n d in sid e the 
stad iu m d u rin g games, to help the Bu rn s p eop le. 
You an d I kn ow, a real hon est-to-good n ess cop has 
mu ch more effect on a lawbreaker, or a p oten tial 
lawbreaker, than a secu rity gu ard . Du rin g the 
homestan d ju st comp leted , there was n o trou ble 
rep orted .

“We hav en ’t had an y p roblems sin ce the San 
Fran cisco Police started p atrolin g,” said Fore­ 
man . He ad d ed that a rep ort was to be mad e by 
the p olice cov erin g the 12-d ay homestan d in which 
the beefed u p d etail was on d u ty . Foreman d id n t 
wan t to ju mp to an y con clu sion s ju st y et, bu t it 
was obv iou s he felt the imp rov ed situ ation at the 
old ball p ark was goin g to last. 
OWNER STONEHAM is the last p erson who 
wan ts a stad iu m which is n ot safe for the 
cu stomers to brin g their families. Old timers in the 
organ ization p oin t ou t that was on e of the major 
reason s, alon g with laggin g atten d an ce, he left 
New York for the green er p astu res of the west 
coast.

Bu t according to an Associat­ 
ed Press su rv ey , cracks are 
beg inning to show in leg islativ e 
and other barriers that hav e 
prev ented leg al betting on 
sports other than horse racing , 
dog racing and jai-alai. The 
lone ex ception is Nev ada, 
where any thing in the way of 
g ambling g oes. 


Howev er, opposition else­ 
where still is strong . 
In Massachu setts, a state that 
has parimu tu el betting on horse 
and dog racing , the Leg isla­ 
tu re’s Gov ernment Reg u lations 
Committee has g iv en a fav ora­ 
ble report to a bill which wou ld 
establish a Pu blic Wag ering 
Commission. Su ch a commis­ 
sion wou ld assu me all fu nctions 
of the present State Lottery 
Commission and wou ld also al­ 
low “sports card” betting simi­ 
lar o the popu lar bu t illeg al 
football pool sheets. 
The committee has estimated 
that a “fu lly dev eloped” sports 
betting prog ram wou ld net the 
state $60 million a y ear on an 
annu al v olu me of almost $200 
million. 
Howev er. Baseball Commis­ 
sioner Bowie Ku hn and repre­ 
sentativ es of the National Foot­ 


ball Leag u e and other pro 
sports leag u es oppose the bill, 
which now is in the Hou se Way s 
and Means Committee awaiting 
action. 


In New York, the only state 
where there is off-track betting 
on horse racing , there also is a 
mov e to leg alize betting on all 
sports. One of the strong est all­ 
sports g ambling adv ocates is 
Howard Samu els, the head of 
New York City ’s Off-Track Bet­ 
ting Corp. 


The Rhode Island Leg islatu re 
recently failed to pass propos­ 
als that wou ld allow a lottery , 
off-track betting , dog racing 
and sports-card betting . Howev ­ 
er, it did pass a bill allowing a 
referendu m on the leg alization 
of jai-alai in Newport. Jai-alai 
is a g ame that has parimu tu el 
betting and is popu lar in sev er­ 
al Florida cities. 
Besides rev ealing a nu mber 
of non-racing states seeking 
racing and pari-mu tu el betting 
and racing states try ing to g et 
•off-track betting , the su rv ey 
also rev ealed: 
Montana. The v oters for the 
first time hav e g iv en the Leg is­ 
latu re the power to enact g am­ 
bling leg islation. In a recent 
session the Leg islatu re pu t on 
the shelf u ntil 197 4 10 g aming 
bills that ru n the g amu t from 
wide-open g ambling to none at 
all. A series of pu blic hearing s 
is schedu led to try to g au g e 
pu blic sentiment on g ambling . 
Wisconsin. Democratic State 


Sen., Ronald Pary s of Milwau ­ 
kee has au thored a proposed 
c onstitu tiona l 
am endm ent 
which wou ld elim inate the 
present ban ag ainst the Leg isla­ 
tu re au thorizing betting on 
sporting ev ents. 


Connecticu t. An effort to per­ 
mit betting on all professional 
sports was defeated. The state 
already has a law au thorizing 
off-track betting althou g h it has 
no horse racing . 


Iowa. The Senate has passed 
a bill that leg alizes bing o, lot­ 
teries and fair and carniv al 
g ames and has a section that 
allows casu al g am bling be­ 
tween friends, su ch as with 
World Series pools. The Hou se 
mu st act on the measu re. Leg ­ 
islativ e leaders also hav e com­ 
mitted themselv es to a stu dy 
committee on parimu tu el bet­ 
ting .

Dr. Felix Jansey saying that the term sug­ 
gests a faulty nail that decided to grow or dig 
into the flesh, leading to pain and infection. 
Actually, the nail is normal and healthy. 
The disorder should have been given an old- 
fashioned Indian nam e, such as Nail-Corner- 
Cut-Short and Flesh-Pushed-Up. These term s 
are more descriptive of what happens and are 
useful when considering prevention and treat­ 
ment.

THE MOST common cause is 
cutting the toenails to mak e 
them look lik e fingernails.

space rem ains at the edge when 
the com er of the nail is rounded 
out to mak e the curve. The 
space fills in with soft tissue 
that is pushed up whenever 
weight is borne on the involved 
toe. The flesh m ay also be 
crowded by pressure from ill- 
fitting shoes or the adjacent 
toe. 
Meanwhile, the toenail contin­ 
ues to grow and, in time, the 
cut ?dge digs into the raised 
soft tissue. Nail tissue is hard 
and irritates the flesh, leading 
to inflammation, swelling, and 
infection.

More often than not, however, 
surgery is required. 


THE EASIEST, but not ne­ 
cessarily the best, is to anesthe­ 
tize the toe and remove the 
entire nail. Other procedures 
include excising the raised flesh 
or removing the edge of the nail 
including the root. The latter 
results in a narrow er nail.

Lebonese Politicos Shun 
Meeting On Emergency 


BEIRLT (UPD - Members 
of Parliament today shunned a 
special session called to extend 
a state of emergency that was 
proclaimed at the height of 
clashes between government 
troops and Palestinian guerril­ 
las. Beirut Radio said their 
absence meant an extension 
anyway, despite a halt in fight­ 
ing. 
There have been no reports of 
clashes in Lebanon since Satur­ 
day night and the armed forces 
have reported the country quiet 
since then. It was the first 
sustained peace since the fight­ 
ing broke out May 2. 


More than 300 persons, in­ 
cluding soldiers, guerrillas and 
civilians were reported killed in 
the 11 days of fighting. 
The 99-member assembly was 
called into special session for a 
meeting today, but it w'as can­ 
celed when only 29 members 
showed up. 
The meeting was called to 
decide whether to continue the 
state of emergency imposed by 
Premier Amin Hafez last Mon­ 
day. Hafez submitted his resig­ 
nation the next day. 
Press reports said political 
leaders had reached a be- 
hindthe-scenes agreement to re- 


main away from tte meeting, 
allowing the state of emergency 
to continue until President Su­ 
leiman Franjieh names a new 
premier. 


High-ranking representatives 
of the army and the guerrillas 
opened new talks over the 
weekend aimed at what official 
sources described as a “ co­ 
existence treaty” defining the 
terms under which gueiTillas 
will be permitted to operate in 
Lebanon.

Skylab Into Orbit 
Right On Schedule 


Astronauts Set To Join 
Big Spaceship Tomorrow 


CAPE KENNEDY (UPI) — While the Skylab 1 
astronauts watched from the ground, their space 
station rocketed into space today to push back the 
frontier of manned orbital endurance and cash in 
.on the promise of spaceflight. 


Moonwalk veteran Charles 


SKYLAB SENDOFF — Six seconds after ignition, accord­ 
ing to the countdown clock in foreground, the largest 
spaceship ever launched begins climbing from the launch 
pad at Cape Kennedy. The 6.2-million-pound space machine 


went into near-perfect orbit minutes after its 10:30 a.m. 
PDT launch, and its automatic mechanisms began prepar­ 
ing it for use by its astronaut crew which is expected to 
rocket into orbit tomorrow.

“ Pete” Conrad, Dr. Joseph P. 
Kerwin, America’s first space 
physician, and aeronautical en­ 
gineer Paul J. Weitz will take 
off 23 Vt hours later and spend 
a record 28 days in orbit aboard 
the Skylab. The Russians hold 
the current space record of 24 
days in orbit. 
Skylab 1, an eight-room as­ 
sembly as spacious as a three- 
bedroom house, began its eight- 
month voyage around earth on 
a 33-story Saturn 5 rocket left 
over from the moon program. 
It was the start of the na­ 
tion’s fourth m anned space­ 
flight project in 12 years. 
Among the thousands of spec­ 
tato rs w ere the astro n au ts’ 
families, several dozen former 
prisoners of war and thousands 
of other space agency guests. 
Civil Defense officials planned 
for a crowd of a half million 
around the spaceport. 


All Conrad, Kerwin and Weitz 
could do today was watch, wait 
and hope. 


“ I’m most worried about it 
just getting into orbit,” Weitz 
said in a pre-launch interview. 
A failure would mean a delay of 
a year or more until a substi­ 
tute lab could be readied. 


Skylab must operate untend­ 
ed in orbit for more than a day. 
But its most critical oribtal 
operations are during the first 
hour when it swings its solar 
observatory into place and un­ 
folds the six huge winglike pan­ 
els that will convert sunlight 
into electricity for eight months 
of service. 


Conrad, Kerwin and Weitz 
plan to dock their modified 
moonship to Skylab seven 
hours, 40 minutes after their 
launch tomorrow. They are to 
en ter 
the 
118-foot 
station 


Wednesday morning and spend 
the next two days turning it into 
America’s first base in space. 


"By this Saturday, all things 
going the way wc hope, we 
should have a fully operational 
space station in orbit to bring 
back the data in science and 
technology to help all of us on 
earth.” Project Director Wil­ 
liam C. Schneider said at a 
briefing yesterday. 
The three Skylab 1 astronauts 
are to return to Earth June 12 
in the Apollo, leaving Skylab in 
orbit. A second crew goes up 
Aug. 8 to spend 56 days aboard 
the space platform, and a third 
crew is to close out the $2.6 
billion project with another 56 
day mission Nov. 9 to Jan. 4. 
Sky lab’s orbit was designed 
to take it farther north and 
south than A m ericans have 
ever flown aaround Earth. It 
will range from southern Cana­ 
da to the southern tip of South 
America, and Skylab will pass 
over much of Russia and all of 
China. 
The sun glistening off the 
space station at sunrise and 
sunset will make it look like a 
bright star streaking southeast 
or northeast. It will fly over 89 
per cent of the world’s popula­ 
tion during the eight months 
and NASA plans to compute 
viewing times for many areas.

Record Gold 
Cost Cause 
Is Debated 


LONDON 
(UPI) 
— 
Gold 
leaped to the highest price in 
history on European free m ar­ 
kets today, easily passing the 
$l(MPan-ounce “ barrier.” A ma­ 
jor British dealer linked the 
gold stampede to a lack of 
confidence brought on by the 
Watergate affair but others dis­ 
agreed. 
The gold rush which saw a 
price of $106.70 on the French 
commercial market sent the 
dollar skidding on European 
money markets as speculators 
and multi-national companies 
unloaded U.S. currency for the 
precious yellow m etal. U.S. 
tourists joined the stampede to 
buy gold. 
“ People with surplus dollars 
are getting out of the currency 
into gold,” said Dennis Selby, 
chief bullion dealer for the Lon­ 
don gold brokerage firm of 
Johnson Matthey, Ltd. “ Water-

Several volleys of tear gas 
were fired into the house, police 
said, but somehow Lescohier 
managed to slip onto the roof 
and held police at bay for two 
hours by threatening to kill 
himself. 


During this time, police said, 
Lescohier was armed but no 
shot was fired. About 1:14 a m , 
Police Chief Walsh sent all oth­ 
er officers away and Lescohier 
agreed to come down. He was 
taken to the community mental 
health center for observation. 


The Lescohier home is almost 
directly across the street from 
the house of Melvin J. Schal- 
lock, who was murdered along 
with his wife and son on March 
16 but there appears to be no 
connection between the two in­ 
cidents, police said. 


War Funds

Novato Unified School Dis­ 
trict, which last month was 
contemplating a $920,000 sur­ 
plus next year, now faces a 
$755,000 deficit as it scrambles 
to avoid a $1,675,000 loss in 
state and federal funding. 
The financial outlook was 
shattered by the cutback at 
Hamilton Air Force Base, ex­ 
pected to bring a sharp decline 
in enrollment, the barometer of 
funding. 
An urgent dnve is under way 
to regain funding, slated to 
drop as enrollment drops, and 
bail the district out of financial 
chaos during the 1973-74 school 
year. 
Rep. William T. Bagley, R- 
San Rafael, is preparing a mea­ 
sure that would enable the dis­ 
trict to recoup some of the 
expected loss, and Rep. William 
S. Mailliard, R-San Francisco 
has started queries in Washing­ 
ton on restoring federal fund­ 
ing. 
The financial crunch is ex­ 
pected because the d istrict 
faces carrying a surplus of 45 to 
50 teachers, staff members it 
cannot lay off under state law, 
because they weren’t notified 
by March 15 that their con­ 
tracts might not be renewed. 
At that time, the cutback at 
Hamilton was not foreseen by 
the district administration and, 
indeed, could not have been in 
the light of repeated denials by 
the Air Force and Defense De­ 
partm ent that any such plan 
was in the works. 
Carrying the surplus teachers 
on the payroll is estimated by 
the district administration to 
cost from $540,000 to $600,000 
next school year, or about $12,- 
000 a teacher. In addition, the 
district is faced with a demand 
by teachers, including those 
who are surplus, that their pay 
be raised sufficiently to raise 
Novato Schools from 65th place 
out of 77 Bay Area district 
payrolls to the median level. 
Iris Cloudt, president of the 
Novato Federation of Teachers, 
a union group, has repeatedly 


declared that teachers can no 
longer “ subsidize the education­ 
al program in Novato schools 
directly out of their owm sala­ 
ries.” 
The outlook is clouded by the 
fact that no one knows exactly 
what the enrollment will be in 
the coming school year and 
teachers contend the enroll­ 
ment drop won’t be as severe 
as the administration has esti­ 
mated. 
With persistent reports that 
other m ilitary fam ilies will 
move into the housing vacated 
by Air Force families, teachers 
believe the dip will be modified. 
Supt. James G. Bunker has 
estimated the district will lose 
1,370 in average daily attend­ 
ance and will be hit harder by 
m ilitary base cutbacks than 
any other district in California. 
He estimated the district will 


lose $1,135,000 in Senate Bill 90 
funds, based on attendance, anf! 
$.540,000 in Public Law 874 funds 
(federal) paid to districts serv­ 
ing pupils connected with feder­ 
al bases. 


Bunker said he is seeking 
legislation that would permit 
the district to receive the state 
apportionment it would have 
received on attendance forecast 
before the Hamilton Cutback. 
The district even is willing to 
share half the costs, he said. 


Bunker said it hasn’t yet been 
decided w hat the “ su rp lu s” 
teachers will be doing in the 
coming year, since the enroll­ 
ment isn’t known. 


Among the suggestions have 
been to use the teachers in 
special programs, as full-time

letter to Nixon that he had 
charge of an operation that 
resulted in a burglary at the 
offices of a psychiatrist for 
former Pentagon Papers de­ 
fendant Daniel Ellsberg. 
“The Nixon letter to Hoover, 
which was addressed Dear Ed­ 
gar,’ appears to document that 
Nixon displayed an active per­ 
sonal interest in probing the 
Pentagon Papers leak ,” the 
Star-News said. It said the let­ 
ter was dated June. 1971. 
“The letter also leaves the 
impression that Nixon himself 
assigned high priority to the 
task force, which eventually 
became involved in both the 
Watergate affair as well as the 
burglary of the office of Ells- 
berg’s psychiatrist,” the dis­ 
patch added. 
Two of the members of the 
group known as the “ plumb­ 
ers” were E. Howard Hunt and 
G. Gordon Liddy, both facing 
prison sentences as conspira­ 
tors in the June 17,1972, burgla­ 
ry of the Democrats’ headquar­ 
ters at the Watergate office 
building here.

Records Are Uncovered 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Some 
missing FBI records have been 
found on wiretaps placed on 
telephones of some White House 
aides and some Washington re­ 
porters in 1969-70, Attorney 
G eneral-designate Elliot L. 
Richardson said today. 


Richardson did not specify 
whose telephones were moni­ 
tored, but said the records of 
the taps had been turned up 
following a search that he or­ 
dered, Richardson made the 
statement at his senate confir­ 
mation hearings. Acting FBI 
Director William D. Ruckel- 
shaus scheduled a news confer-

The W ashington Star-News 
said 17 or 18 government offi­ 
cials and newspapermen’s tele­ 
phones were tapped. One of 
those was said to be a member 
of the National Security Council 
staff, Morton Halperin. 
This tap came to light in the 
Pentagon Papers trial of Daniel 
Ellsberg when it was disclosed 
last week that an Ellsberg con­ 
versation while talking on a 
telephone at Halperin’s home 
was intercepted by FBI moni­ 
tors. 
The Ellsberg court was told 
that records of the Halperin tap 
were missing. 
The New York Times and the 
Washington Post reported last 
week that the administration 
ordered the taps on reporters 
for both newspapers and for the 
Sunday Times of London, as 
well as persons in government 
suspected of “ leaking” news. 
Shortly after R uckelshaus 
was appointed temporary act­ 
ing FBI director by President 
Nixon, he ordered an investiga­ 
tion of such wiretapping. 
The Post and Times quoted 
sources as saying the wiretaps 


were conducted over a two-year 
period beginning shortly aftei 
President Nixon took office for 
his first term. 


The W ashington Star-News 
said the FBI’s investigation of 
the missing files concentrated 
on Assistant Attorney General 
Robert Mardian and William C. 
Sullivan, former assistant FBI 
director. 


The newspaper quoted Jus­ 
tice D epartm ent sources as 
saying Sullivan turned the do­ 
cuments over to Mardian on 
orders of then Attorney General 
John N. Mitchell.

dramatization of hysteria, the 
group was told. 
Called exercise MOHAMED 
— meaning Marin Operation

— the drill was sponsored by 
the county office of emergency 
services under the direction of 
Frank Kirby. 


Besides the bus crash, the 
exercise simulated collapse of 
building at San Rafael High 
School where 75 students were 
‘•hurt" and at Hill Junior High 
School in Novato where 50 stu­ 
dents played injured. 


Medical teams, ambulances, 
hospitals, police and fire de­ 
partm ents responded to the 
emergency. 


It involved hundreds of Marin 
residents and officials from the 
county health department, sev­ 
eral cities and private organiza­ 
tions. 


The drill ran smoothest in 
Novato, primarily due to the 
efforts of Fire Chief Jam es 
Kidder who took charge of 
seeing police, fire and medical 
personnel coordinated the res­ 
cue and treatment of victims. 


“ It ran v?ry smoothly in No­ 
vato.” Kidder said. “ The make 
up of the victims was fantas­ 
tic.” 
San Rafael was another sto­ 
ry. however, where rescue and 
treatment operations became 
snarled by large crowds of on­ 
lookers. 
San Rafael Fire Capt. George 
Walser, who termed the San 
Rafael exercise “an utter fias­ 
co.” said the problem was in 
part due to the lack of police 
officers at the scene. 
Margaret M. Snieyana, San 
Rafael High School nurse, disa­ 
greed, however, saying the ex­ 
ercise —despite some snafus — 
had proven invaluable in test­ 
ing reactions and pointing out 
shortcomings. 
No explanation was offered 
why the San Rafael police de­ 
partment had not taken a more 
active part in the exercise. At 
one point, only one officer was 
there to control the large 
crowd.

Most of the discussion today 
centered on details of making 
the next exercise run smoother 
from moving victims to hospi­ 
tals outside the stricken area to 
better transportation and com­ 
munication systems.

Board president Ronald D. 
Schenck said the board decided 
a g a in st seek in g le g isla tio n 
which would permit the district 
to cut the teaching staff for 
several reasons. 
One was that he had been told 
“ it was practically impossible 
to get such legislation” because 
of “ union pressure.” Further­ 
more he said, the district has 
had a substantial problem with 
teachers “who have very justi­ 
fied complaints,” and a push 
for such legislation might push 
teachers “ to the point of strik­ 
ing.” 
Trustees want to avoid a “ di­ 
sastrous confrontation with 
teachers.” Schenck said. 
The board also has reserva­ 
tions about seeking cutting the 
teaching staff “ when we really 
don’t know how’ many kids we 
will have.” 
Trustee Carolyn M. Crabtree 
said she has been seeking aid 
from federal legislators since 
“ it’s the federal government's 
fault and they must come to the 
rescue.” 
There is a provision in Public 
Law’ 874 that provides for pay­ 
ments to districts when enroll­ 
ment drops because of phasing 
out federal bases, Mrs. Crab­ 
tree said. 
An uncertain view of chances 
for federal help came from 
Arnie Thorson. program officer 
for the U.S. Office of Education 
in San Francisco, who said that 
even if Public Law’ 874 “stays 
alive” another year, no funds 
have yet been appropriated for 
1973-74. 
'The law expires June 30, but 
would automatically continue 
for one year if no action were 
taken.) 
The district had been plan­ 
ning a drop of about 290 pupils 
in the next school year and 
dropping 10 to 12 teachers by 
attrition. Bunker reported. 
Ironically Senate Bill 90, de­ 
signed to bring relief to proper­ 
ty tax payers, was to be a 
financial boon to the district, 
but is now a hinderance to 
raising revenue. 
Under the law, the district is 
limited to levying a tax rate 
that would bring in revenue 
equivalent to spending per pupil 
this year plus $65 per pupil. 
Bunker said the per-pupil 
costs for 1972-73 haven’t yet 
been calculated but next year's 
costs are expected to rise be­ 
cause of a drop in enrollment 
without a corresponding drop in 
teachers. 
According to the Marin Coun­ 
ty Superintendent of Schools 
Office, the district’s per pupil 
costs in 1971-72 was $812. 
The only way the district can 
obtain more property tax reve­ 
nue is through consent of the 
voters and a tax rate increase 
election has been set for July 
31. 
The tax measure is to in­ 
crease the general purpose tax 
rate to $5.09 per $100 assessed 
valuation, up 43 cents from the 
current rate. 
Before the Hamilton cutback 
the district estimated that with 
the SB 90 funds the tax rate 
would drop about 92 cents.

While they expressed House 
sentim ent, neither of those 
votes would actually prevent 
the bombing of Cambodia from 
continuing. One applied only to 
supplemental funds and another 
.only to transfer funds.

79. build­ 
er, developer and city treasurer 
of Tiburon, died unexpectedly 
yesterday at Franklin Hospital 
in San Francisco where he had 
been undergoing tests for a 
heart condition. 
Shapero. honored by the Tib­ 
uron City Council last month as 
an outstanding citizen, was 
founder of the Tiburon Founda­ 
tion and donated one-third of 
the land to preserve Blackie’s 
Pasture.

He had been Tiburon city 
treasurer since 1965, and has 
been described as a modest 
man who shunned publicity. 
He also was active in the 1915 
Exposition in San Francisco. 
He w as a m em ber of the 
Rahmes Temple and a director 
of the Judah L. Magnes Mu­ 
seum.

Tiburon.

” 1 think the reason for the 
rise in the price of gold is 
because of reports in the press 
that there is an impending fi­ 
nancial crisis” , Emanuel Bru- 
noff, a French gold broker said. 


Asked if he believed the rise 
in the price of gold could be 
related to the Watergate scan 
dal in the United States, Bru- 
noff said: “ In my opinion, I 
don’t think it eould lie connect­ 
ed.” 


The metal's price was fixed 
at $102.25 an ounce on the big 
Iiondon free m arket in the sec­ 
ond of the twice-daily price 
fixings. This was $2.50 higher 
than the morning price, $5.60 
higher than Friday’s closing 
price and more than double the 
official U.S. gold price. 


Another gold source said 
“ Many foreign buyers are 
afraid of a new monetary cri­ 
sis. For this reason they are 
going in great numbers to buy 
as much gold as they can af 
ford" 


Selby said his firm was get 
ting buyers for gold from “just 
about everyw here” in what 
“ seems to be turning into 
stampede" for the metal.

AEC Given 
Permission 
For Blast 


DENVER (UPI) — A Colo­ 
rado district judge today gave 
the Atomic Energy Commission 
(AEC) permission to set off an 
underground nuclear blast in 
western Colorado on Thursday 
to free natural gas deposits. 
En viro n m en talists had 
argued that the detonations 
could poison the drinking water 
of 27 million Americans. 
Judge Henry E. Santo based 
his decision on a claim by CER 
Geonuclear Corp. of Las Vegas, 
Nev., that preblast studies 
proved Project Rio Blanco 
would not cause dangerous lev­ 
els of radioactivity to escape 
above ground. 
Opponents in three days of 
hearings last week had argued 
that the radioactivity might 
seep into the Colorado river 
that provides drinking water 
for much of the Southwest. 
Don Peters, an attorney for 
the environmentalists, said the 
decision “ wasn’t really a sur­ 
prise. We hope to decide by 
Tuesday sometime whether we 
arc going to appeal.” 
Santo refused to order a tem­ 
porary halt to the blast set for 
Thursday pending possible ap­ 
peal. He also said he could not 
overrule the Water Pollution 
Control Commission's findings.

Women In ServiceGet 
Equal Benefit Right 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
Supreme Court ruled today that 
women in the armed forces are 
entitled to the same depen­ 
dents’ benefits as men. But it 
deadlocked on the issue of 
whether sex has the same 
broad protection against dis­ 
crimination as race and alien 
status. 
In an 8-1 decision, the Court 
handed a victory to Air Force 
Lt. Sharron Frontiero, who 
sued to obtain benefits for her 
husband, Joseph, a student at 
Huntington College in Mont­ 
gomery’, Ala. 
But the Court ended up in a 4- 
4 tie vote on the question of 
whether sex is in the same 
“ suspect” classification as race 
and alienage —a status that 
makes it harder for governmen­ 
tal units to justify laws denying 
benefits. 
In the Frontiero case, only 
Justice William H. Rehnquist 
dissented from the view that 
she was entitled to full benefits 
for her husband. 


West End School 
Faces Closure 


The San Rafael Board of Edu­ 
cation will take final action on 
a proposal to close West End 
School when it meets in special 
session at 8 p.m. tomorrow at 
West End School. 
The district administration 
has viewed closure of the school 
as necessary because of sag­ 
ging enrollment. Parents have 
opposed the move. 
The board will also appoint 
an acting principal for San Ra­ 
fael High School. Finalists for 
the post are three vice princi­ 
pals at San Rafael High — Jeff 
Thomer, Robert Royale and 
John Donovan — and a vice 
principal at Terra Linda High 
School, Florence Abraham. 


The concurring justices relied 
on a 1971 decision in an Idaho 
case that when two individuals 
arc otherwise entitled to ap­ 
pointment as administrator of 
an estate, the male applicant 
may not be preferred over the 
female. 
A married man in the armed 
services gets housing and medi­ 
cal allowances automatically, 
whether or not he actually sup­ 
ports his wife. But the 6,000 
women in service have had to 
prove they contributed more 
than half of their husbands’ 
support. 


In other major actions, the 
Court: 
—Agreed to review a decision 
in a Chicago gambling case 
which limits the extent of wire­ 
tapping authority granted by a 
court for criminal investiga­ 
tions. 


—Agreed to decide whether 
conscientious objectors who 
carry out civilian duties in time 
of war are entitled to veterans’ 
educational benefits. 
—Ruled 5 to 4 that cities 
cannot impose curfews on jet 
plane takeoffs from their air­ 
ports. 
The adm inistration had 
argued that the difference in 
teratment between the sexes 
was justified by the need for 
efficiency in administration. 
A special three-judge federal 
court in Montgomery upheld 
the statute. 


Mom's Day 
Celebrated 
At Prison 


San Quentin prison relaxed 
its visiting restrictions yester­ 
day to allow 106 mothers to 
celebrate Mother’s Day with 
their inmate sons. 


Information Officer Lee De 
Bord said the mothers and sons 
shared a special breakfast in 
the prison dining hall, then 
went to Catholic and Protestant 
services in the church. Both 
events inside the walls were 
closed to other inmates, he 
said. 


Fallowing the events inside 
the walls, the prisoners were 
allowed to visit with their moth­ 
ers outside the room to which 
visits are usually restricted. 
Mother’s Day has been ob­ 
served at the prison for several 
years, De Bord said. 


Ceiling Plan 
Is Attacked 
By Liberals 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Con­ 
gressional liberals have ex­ 
pressed concern that social pro­ 
grams may get shortchanged 
by a proposed new system for 
determining the maximum 
amount of money Congress 
could spend each year. 
The plan, now before a Sen­ 
ate Government Operations 
subcommittee headed by Sen. 
Lee Metcalf, D-Mont., calls for 
establishing new committees of 
both the House and Senate to 
decide on an overall spending 
ceiling before the start of each 
fiscal year. The panels would 
have the power to determine 
how much of the total budget 
package would go to each gov­ 
ernmental activity. 
Sen. Gifford P. Case, R-N.J., 
worte a letter to Metcalf yester­ 
day expressing liberal appre­ 
hension that the proposal may 
have a hidden sleeper—a built- 
in conservative bias. 
Case complained to Metcalf 
about the composition of the 
Senate budget committee. Un­ 
der the plan, the panel would 
have 15 members—the most 
senior five from the Senate 
Finance Committee, the senior 
five from the appropriations 
committee and five chosen at 
large by the Senate’s President 
Pro Tern, Sen.

The exchange of views took 
place Saturday in San Francis­ 
co during a conference called 
by the University of California 
Extension to discuss the pro­ 
posed .'14,000-acre recreation 
area 
In addition to pushing for 
compensatory land swapping, 
state and county spokesmen 
said they want a greater effort 


Park Use Is 
Urged Of 
Minorities 


How can ghetto residents be 
encouraged and prepared to 
make use of nearby national 
parklands like the Golden Gate 
National Recreation area? 
That was the question faced 
by several speakers in one ses­ 
sion of a conference on the 
newly created San Francisco 
and Marin park area held Sat­ 
urday in San Francisco by the 
University of California Exten­ 
sion. 
Edward Washington, who 
runs Slide Ranch Camp near 
Stinson Beach for inner city 
children, urged that there be 
more early childhood nature 
education to show ghetto people 
'where they should build fires, 
what to do with cigarette butts 
and how to enjoy the outdoors.” 
According to James Smith, a 
senior associate with the Con­ 
servation Foundation, the rec­ 
reation area could become a 
park for “ a discreet, elite popu­ 
lation” of upperclass white 
Sierra club members and ecolo­ 
gy nuts. 
“ People in Hunters Point 
have damn little familiarity 
with Marin and vast open 
space," he said “ It’s terribly 
important to begin to encourage 
people who wouldn't ordinarily 
use this park." 
He urged that the park advis­ 
ory board include people from 
all income and ethnic levels in 
the Bay Area 
David Karraker, who is chief 
of programs that interpret na­ 
ture to visitors at Yosemite 
National Park, said that inner 
city children must learn more 
about nature in schools before 
being sent out to the recreation 
area. 


Delay Denied In 
Terrorist Trial 


by the federal government to 
keep them informed of progress 
in creating the recreation area 
and more sharing of manage­ 
ment of it. 
Russell J. Porter, chief of 
grants and statewide studies for 
the state department of parks 
and recreation repeated his de­ 
partments opposition to surren­ 
dering its parkalnds without 
repayment. 
He also called for permanent 
joint supervision of the recrea­ 
tion area “ We have always felt 
that Marin and San Francisco 
and the state have sophisticated 
parks and recreation agencies 
capable of planning and prom­ 
oting recreation in ways that 
equal if not better the National 
Park Service.” he said 
He said that the state could 
probably raise funds more 
quickly for buying and develop­ 
ing lands in the recreation area 
than the federal government. 
Pierre W Joske. Marin Coun­ 
ty director of parks and recrea­ 
tion. also called for a “ regional 
authority to run this park in 
partnership with the national 
park system but with a certain 
amount of autonomy from fed­ 
eral red tape.” 
He said that Marin could 
cooperate with the National 
Park Service but wants the 
service to try more “ two-way 
communication” than has been 
the case with the Point Reyes 
National Seashore, also in Ma­ 
rin. “ Communications with po­ 
tential park users leave some­ 
thing to be desired,” said 
Joske. 
Joseph Caverly, the general 
manager of the San Francisco 
Department of Recreation and 
Parks, seemed more receptive 
to the National Park Service 
takeover of San Francisco 
owned land in the recreation 
area. “ We thought several 
years ago," he said, “ that we 
could form a partnership with 
the National Parks Service to 
do things together and do things 
well." 
But even he said that his city 
hopes for some repayment from 
the federal government for 
turning over lands like Fort 
Miley, which San Francisco 
bought out of its own pocket.

DAVIS, Calif (UPI) — Uni­ 
versity of California scientists 
have isolated six students in 
small rooms for three months 
to see if they will lose their 
sense of time. 


The researchers are regulat­ 
ing the lighting and other ele­ 
ments in the two soundproofed 
rooms so the volunteer students 
will have little idea of what is 
happening in the outside world. 


At first, the rooms were light­ 
ed with continuous low levels of 
light. Then they were on light- 
dark cycles which were eight 
hours different than the normal 
cycle. Now one room has con­ 
tinuous low-level light and the 
other has 16 hours of light with 
eight hours of darkness. 


Scientists hope the experi­ 
ment will help predict how as­ 
tronauts will perform on space 
stations and explain the time 


lag disruption felt by jet travel­ 
ers. 
The volunteers are wired with 
gear to record their heartbeats 
and body temperature. They 
also take blood samples from 
themselves. 
Although it is too early for 
many results, the scientists say 
one surprise has cropped up. 
“ We usually think of a leader 
influencing a group.” said Joan 
Vernikos-Danellis, a scientist 
for the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration. “ But 
it’s turning out a disrupter may 
have a more important influ­ 
ence." 
She explained that one volun­ 
teer reacted with extreme sen­ 
sitivity when his food was too 
cold or the last two minutes of 
a television tape cut off. “ In 
isolation, very simple things 
assume great importance," she 
said. The “ disrupter" now has 
been moved to another room.

Watergate Gives 
Reminder We Need 


We needed Watergate. 
We say this sadly, as scandal 
piles upon scandal in a story of 
political chicanery to subvert 
the law — the Vesco case, the 
government’s handling of the 
Pentagon Papers affair, etc. 
• Watergate” stands as symbol 
for all of this. 
It is a fitting symbol. For the 
bugging of Democratic head 
quarters in the Watergate was, 
after all, a minor crime — 
•‘just politics,” a lot of people 
said. 
Vet this minor crime has 
proved to be the visible tip of 
an iceberg that could perhaps 
irreparably damage our demo­ 
cratic electoral system if it had 
been allowed to go indefinitely 
undetected. 


B EC A U SE Watergate was 
the visible tip that brought 
detection, we needed Water­ 
gate. 
We needed it to remind us 
that little things we may dis­ 
miss as “ just politics” may be 
the visible evidences of other, 
more dangerous things. 
We may dismiss it as “ just 
politics” when the speaker of 
the California Assembly con­ 
signs a Senate-passed bill to 
implement 
the voters' ex­ 
pressed will to a committee he 
feels sure will never report it 
out — as has been done with 
Sen. 
George 
Deukmejian’s 
SB-150. But it is more than “ just 
politics” ; it is subversion of the 
democratic process, for Califor­ 
nians voted 2-to-2 to restore the 
death penalty, which cannot be 
done without such a bill. 
We may dismiss it as “ just 
politics” when the state super­ 
intendent of public instruction 


ignores his duty to enforce the 
Education Code by making no 
move to cut off funds from 
districts that force school bus­ 
ing. But it is more than “ just 
politics,” for the people by 
overwhelming vote demanded 
this be done. 
We may dismiss it as “ just 
politics” when our Legislature 
appropriates more than a mil­ 
lion dollars of our tax money to 
finance political campaigns of 
the legislators themselves. But 
it is more than “ just politics” ; 
it is the same kind of subver­ 
sion represented by Watergate, 
placing the interests of party 
above those of the people. 


EACH OF TH ESE and many 
other things that we may call 
“ just politics” erodes a little 
from the structure of our demo­ 
cratic system — and thereby, 
takes away a little of our free­ 
dom. 
Freedom is never lightly 
won, nor can it be lightly held. 
The only way mankind has 
found to win and keep it is 
through participatory democra­ 
cy — what Abraham Lincoln so 
eloquently called “ government 
of the people, by the people, 
and for the people.” 
We have grown careless with 
our precious freedom. We have 
grown callous about skulldug­ 
gery in public office. The fash­ 
ion is to call this carelessness 
and callousness “ Sophistica­ 
tion.” A better term would be 
stupidity. 
As Irish patriot John Philpott 
Curran put it, “ Eternal vigi­ 
lance is the price of liberty.” 
We needed to be reminded of 
that. And since Watergate can­ 
not fail to remind us, we need­ 
ed Watergate.

The ability to control committees and 
steer legislative proposals to them gives 
the speaker awesome power. He can 
guide the measures he favors to commit­ 
tees that will approve them. By the same 
method he can assure the defeat of bills. 


ERNEST B. FURGURSON Memories Of Moscow 


WASHINGTON - 
’ Ten years ago, I was 
living and working in 
Moscow. As a corre­ 
spondent there, I 
lived with ali the assumptions that for­ 
eigners take to the Soviet capital. I 
assumed my telephones were tapped. I 
know my mail was opened en route. I 
know that at times I and my colleagues 
were followed. While I encountered rela­ 
tively little information that the govern­ 
ment there did not already know, never­ 
theless I and my press and diplomatic- 
friends often interrupted each other by 
putting a finger to the lips and then 
pointing to the ceiling, where a bug might 
have been listening. 


It was standard paranoia, fortunately 
in my case temporary, relieved by occa­ 
sional trips outside and eventually ending 
when I departed after nearly three years. 
But in the case of people who are born 
there and live there all their lives, the 
atmosphere is much the same — except 
that it never ends. 


THE WAY IT USED to be in Moscow 
has been recurring to me insistently with 
each new disclosure in the Nixon cam­ 
paign scandals. I know it is a cheap shot, 
a technique often used by people for 
whom I have contempt, to blacken any­ 
thing you do not like in America by 
likening it to Russia or Communism.

not made this comparison in a column. It 
comes out now, provoked by an astonish­ 
ingly narrow view of current events 
disclosed in letters to the editor of widely 
scattered newspapers. 


In part, that view still does not per­ 
ceive all this scandal as anything more 
than a long-ago wiretapping attempt at 
Democratic headquarters — even though 
on any given day the same paper that 
prints such letters is loaded with new 
revelations of sabotage, malfeasance, 
faking, perjuring, concealing, burgling 
and more. 


Another aspect of it still insists that it 
is all something the press dreamed up. 
Witness this from a writer to the New 
Orleans Times-Picayune: "The entire 
media were so shocked by the over­ 
whelming defeat of their boy. Sen. 
George McGovern, that they have gone 
ape over trying to smear President Nixon 
over this spitting-on-the-sidewalk inci­ 
dent. "Where on earth can that person 
have spent the last year? 


NOT IN MOSCOW. Anyone who has 
.spent time there cannot possibly ignore 
the sober potential of what has happened 
here. 


In the Soviet Union, there is the KGB 
(Committee for State Security), which is 
vaguely comparable to our CIA in that it 
is supposed to collect intelligence and 
protect the state from external enemies. 
There also is the MVD (Ministry for 
Internal Security), roughly lining up with 
the FBI in that its job is to guard against 
domestic enemies. There is a Foreign 
Ministry, like a State Department, and a 
Justice Ministry, like a Justice Depart­ 
ment, and so on. There also is the 
Communist Party, theoretically apart 
from these government functions but 
superior to them all. 
What'differentiated the Soviet system 


from ours all these years was that hjere 
the government and especially its police 
and intelligence divisions were separated 
from the party in power by both theory 
and practice. 
Of course, Presidents traditionally 
have used their official airplanes and 
staff and appointees to advance their 
political cause. But out in the depart­ 
ments, in the FBI and the CIA, at State 
and Justice, people were presumed to be 
working first in the interest of the 
country, not a political party. This is the 
line that has been crossed in these past 
months, and that is what makes the 
whole pattern of behavior in Mr. Nixon’s 
behalf so much more serious than the 
sum of its many parts. 


AS THE KGB. the MVD and the other 
Soviet agencies are most aggressive 
against any imagined threat to the Com­ 
munist Party’s supremacy, so the men 
around Mr. Nixon busied themselves to 
compromise the executive branch — 
including its police and intelligence divi­ 
sions — to protect the President against 
any threat to his re-election. 
they tried and at minor points succeed­ 
ed in using those agencies for illegal, 
solely political ends. True, they were so 
irhpatient that they organized their own 
super-party and super-police and intellig­ 
ence agencies, unbound by the law. Had 
they not been caught, they would have 
been encouraged to go on in that direc­ 
tion at least till 1976, and what might that 
election year have brought? 
We are not sure yet that it will all be 
cleaned up and turned around by then. If 
it is, it will be because of stubborn men 
in the judicial and legislative branches, 
and in the press. So far at least, those 
institutions here survive free of White 
House control, and — so far — we can get 
along here without speaking in whsipers 
and pointing in warning to the ceiling.

tribal patterns of living and their special 
view of the world around them. 


"If the Indian is the poorest of Ameri­ 
can minorities, he is also among the 
hardiest. Indians are moving slowly but 
steadily toward the assumption of full 
responsibility for their own affairs after 
more than a century of paternalistic 
domination by the federal government.”

National Press Council; Does It 
Really Represent Public Interest?

“A meddler is a fellow who causes 
trouble which he can help solve.” 


We see the Twentieth Century Fund 
has launched its National Press Council, 
intended to police some of the largest 
media and restore the public’s confidence 
in the press. 


The council is rooted in an eminently 
sound idea. We agree that the press in 
this nation generally does not receive the 
kind of scrutiny and criticism that the 
press applies to other institutions. This 
leaves a gap in public knowledge and 
understanding, filled only by the self- 
interested complaints or politicians and 
interest groups. While the press is getting 
better at covering itself, peer group 
pressures do impose subtle restraints, 
and there is no doubt a place for supple­ 
mentary and more independent criticism. 


It is quite a leap from these insights, 
though, to the notion that it is either 
possible or desirable to have some quasi­ 
judicial body handing down supposedly 
impartial versions of some final truth. In 
particular, we are put off by the Press 
Council’s claim to represent "the pub 
lie. 
We scan its members in vain 
looking for someone whom Archie Bunk­ 
er would identify as his representative, 
and it is our clear impression that it is 
among his peers that confidence in the 
media most needs restoring. It would be 
interesting, in fact, to know how the 
panel’s voting in the 1968 election com­ 


pares with that of the public it presumes 
to represent. 
So, while we sympathize with the 
purposes of the council, we have doubts 
about its means. We have always won­ 
dered why the Twentieth Century Fund 
couldn’t do just as much good by taking 
its money and sponsoring a really good 
and reasonably independent magazine 
covering the press, letting contending 
views meet and trusting to find the truth 
not in trial like decisions but in the free 
marketplace of ideas.

Michigan Cities Eye Moving 
Belts As Mass Transit Link 


YPSILANTT, Mich. (UPI) — 
An ultram odern $80 m illion 
m ass transit concept that would 
use conveyers to m ove people 
in air conditioned comfort is 
under consideration by Wash­ 
tenaw County officials. 


The system , called Pass-Por- 
tation <Mass-Po) and developed 
by United Technology, Inc.. of 
Southfield. 
Mich., would con­ 
nect this city with Ann Arbor 10 
m iles away. It would be the 
first of its kind in the world. 


A ccording to its inventor, 
Walton Cushman, the continu­ 
ous loop would be composed of 
a 
m ain 
co n v ey er 
carrying 
paired seats at a steady fixed 
speed, and a sm aller conveyer 
which would stop to pick up 
passengers and then speed up 
to allow boarding of the main 
conveyer. 
He said the endless motion of 
the main conveyer would save 
en erg y w hich other sy ste m s 
burn up in starting and stop­ 
ping. He estim ated construction 
and operating costs at about 
$1,000 per seat, compared with 
$4,000 for most bus system s.

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Q. I find myself in a posi­ 
tion where I can afford to 
“take a flyer” with a few 
speculations. Warrants inter­ 
est me for this purpose but I 
am not clear on the fine 
points of this kind of invest­ 
ment. Would you discuss how 
these work? Would you favor 
warrants for speculation?— 
R.C. 


A. W arrants are options to 
p u rc h a se com m on s h a re s, 
usually on a one-for-one basis, 
at a stated price, within a 
prescribed tim e period, al­ 
though certain issues are per­ 
petual. However, no ownership 
of the issuing company is repre­ 
sented by the warrant, nor are 
dividends paid to holders of 
these options. The warrant is 
generally priced well below the 
common share to which it is 
tied. Thus $1,000 will purchase 
possibly five times' as many 
warrants as common shares. 
As a rule warrants move up 
and down faster than their com­ 
mon share counterparts. 


There are 12 NYSE-listed 
warrants, 73 ASE and 97 NAS­ 
DAQ warrants allowing inves­ 
tors a broad list from which to 
choose. In making your selec­ 
tion expiration dates should be 
noted carefully, since warrants 
are worthless after that time. 
Furthermore, terms, i.e. exer­ 
cise prices, should be noted 
since these may change prior to 
expiration date. W arrants are 
primarily attractive as trading 
vehicles rather than for their 
exercise value. 


Q. Three years ago I pur­ 
chased 300 shares of Marine 
Midland (NYSE) at $38. Since 
then it has gone down consid­ 
erably. Should I hold or 
sell?—S.M. 


A. Unless your primary in­ 
vestm ent goal is income I 
would recommend switching to 
a faster growth issue. Although 
the recent increase to 7 per 
cent in the prime rate banks 
charge their most creditworthy 
custom ers will im prove the 
spread between loan yields and 
money costs, earnings this year 
may be restricted by expansion 
expenses. Two major regional 
headquarters will be opened 
this year. Also exerting a 
dampening influence on profits 
are loan loss provisions and 
lower-margined foreign opera­ 
tions.

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Ultimatum Given 
Over U.S. Bombing 


PARIS (UPI) — Hanoi nego­ 
tiator Le Due Tho said today he 
will refuse to meet with Dr. 
Henry A. Kissinger if the Unit­ 
ed States continues bombing in 
Vietnam. 
Tho delivered the ultimatum 
when he arrived in Paris for 
talks that are scheduled to be­ 
gin Thursday with President 
Nixon's National Security Ad­ 
viser. 
The meeting was arranged to 
discuss claims by both sides of 
violations of the Vietnam cease­ 
fire. 
The Viet Cong charged this 
weekend that U.S. planes had 
bombed in South Vietnam on 
Saturday in violation of the 
cease-fire agreement. The Unit­ 
ed States denied the charges 
and said it would welcome an 
investigation. 
The heaviest loss reported by 
the Communists was at Loc 
Tan, six miles from the Cambo­ 
dian border in Loc Ninh Prov­ 
ince and about 75 miles north­ 
west of Saigon. They said two 
F4 Phantoms fired rockets 
which killed and injured 34 
civilians. 
The International Control 
Commission in Saigon said to­ 
day it would investigate the 
Communist claim if the Com­ 
munists would widen their per­ 
mitted air corridors for ICCS 


helicopters in the interest of 
safety. 
Tho told reporters at Orly 
Airport: “ The United States 
wants to resort to force and to 
other maneuvers in flagrant 
violation of the peace agree­ 
ment and to put pressure on us 
once again. This is a vain 
effort. 
“ I wish to state seriously and 
categorically that from now to 
the date of the meeting between 
Dr. Kissinger and myself, or 
during that meeting, if U.S. 
aircraft again bomb the zone of 
control of the Provisional Revo­ 
lutionary Government (Viet 
Cong) and if such cases as 
happened in Loc Ninh province 
occur again, then the proposed 
meeting will definitely not take 
place. 
“ If the meeting is taking 
place, it will be interrupted at 
once.” 
Talks between the two, sched­ 
uled to start Thursday, are to 
range over claims by each side 
that the other has been violat­ 
ing the Jan. 27 peace accord 
which Kissinger and Tho nego­ 
tiated. 
Kissinger is expected in Paris 
later in the week. As well as 
accusations of cease-fire viola­ 
tions, the two trouble-shooters 
are expected to discuss the 
Cambodian situation. 


President Urged To 
Explain Watergate 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
Freedom of Information Com­ 
mittee of Sigma Delta Chi 
urged President Nixon Monday 
to hold an hour-long, televised 
news conference to explain the 
Watergate scandal and answer 
questions about any administra­ 
tion part in it. 
Courtney R Scheldon, nation­ 
al chairman of the committee, 
said in a statement that a news 
conference would give Nixon a 
chance to clarify his position on 
Watergate. 
“ President Nixon has not 
held a press conference since 
March 15,” Scheldon said.

WASHINGTON (UPD — U S. 
Ambassador to Saigon E ll­ 
sworth Bunker said yesterday 
South Vietnam eventually “ will 
be one of the richest” nations in 
Southeast Asia. 


“ If the war continues, that 
day will be delayed.” he said in 
an interview with U. S. News 
and World Report. “ If peace 
comes, it will come quickly. I 
mean, in eight or 10 years, 
South Vietnam will be booming. 
It will be like South Korea, 
Malaysia and Thailand.” 


Bunker also said despite al­

President 
Challenged 
By Cranston 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Sen. 
Alan Cranston, D-Calif., said 
today Congress would call Pres­ 
ident Nixon’s “ bluff” in his 
Watergate scandal speech to 
provide full employment and 
control inflation. 


In a speech prepared for de­ 
livery at the statewide AFL- 
CIO Legislative Conference, 
Cranston said, “ The president 
has called for action to halt 
spiraling food and commodity 
prices. He has said he wants 
more jobs for everyone who 
wants to work. 


“ Well, we are going to give 
him that legislation. We are 
going to create jobs and if 
Phase III doesn’t stop inflation 
we will give him tough, new 
legislation that will stop it.” 
Referring to Nixon’s Water­ 
gate television speech two 
weeks ago, Cranston said he 
took “ the President at his word, 
and I will do everything I can 
to make him live up to those 
pledges. 
“ Congress will call President 
Nixon’s bluff in his Watergate 
speech to control inflation and 
provide full employment,” he 
added. 
Cranston also said the coun­ 
try “ must get a grip on govern­ 
ment spending. It is completely 
out of hand and it is a major 
contributor to the ruinous infla­ 
tion we have been suffering 
from since 1965.” 
He said if Phase III voluntary 
controls fail, “ We must crack 
down hard on profiteers and 
price gougers who are taking 
advantage of an inflationary 
psychology with unwarranted 
price increases. 


Cranston also announced his 
co-sponsorship of legislation to 
create a Federal Full Employ­ 
ment Board and another bill he 
has introduced to create 1.15 
million jobs. 
“ Essentially, my bill is a 
form of revenue sharing,” he 
said. “ State and local govern­ 
ments would administer the 
employment programs through 
local employment councils 
which would determine public 
needs, priorities and problems 
of economic development.”

School Lunch Program Opposed 
For Fabricated Food Proposal 


WASHINGTON (UPI* - Some 
citizens groups and food profes­ 
sionals said today Agriculture 
Department plans to allow use 
of fabricated foods as substi­ 
tutes in school breakfast and 
lunch program s could have an 
ad v erse effect on ch ild re n 's 
health. 
F ifteen n u tritio n ists, re p re ­ 
senting a coalition of objectors, 
said in a statem ent addressed 
to Herbert Rorex, director of 
the departm ent's child nutrition 
division: 
“ We believe that the pro­ 
posed foods could have serious 
adverse effects on the health of 
school children and would dis­ 
courage children from develop­ 
ing proper eating habits." 
New regulations proposed by 
the d e p a rtm e n t in rev isin g 


school breakfast program s are 
“a model for cost cutting at the 
expense 
of 
our 
c h ild ren ’s 
h e a lth ," the sta te m en t said. 
F a b ric a te d foods a re highly 
processed foods later enriched 
with vitam ins and minerals lost 
through the process. 
The statem ent said the nutri­ 
tionists were “ most concerned 
about the grain-fruit product 
that is proposed as a substitute 
for a real breakfast." This is a 
tart or cake, heavily fortified 
with vitam ins and minerals and 
art ifically flavored. 
The n u tritio n ists said the 
large am ounts of sugar in the 
products can contribute to tooth 
decay. 
The 
only 
n u trie n ts 
present, they said, are those 
added by the m a n u fa ctu re r 
while nutrients present in natu­ 


ral foods “ are deficient in the 
grain-fruit product." 
They said that while they 
“ strongly endorse" federally- 
financed school food p ro g ra m s,; 
“ we dem and that such pro­ 
g ram s prom ote good ea tin g , 
habits and not jeopardize the j 
health of the children." 
Among organizations endors­ 
ing the statem ent 
were the 
Food Research and Action Cen­ 
ter. the Agribusiness Accounta­ 
bility P ro je ct, the A rkansas 
C om m unity O rganization for 
Reform Now. the Community 
Nutrition Institute, the Federa­ 
tion of Homemakers, the Na­ 
tional Consumers League, and 
the N ational S h arecro p p ers 
Fund. A group of 29 food profes­ 
sionals also signed the state­ 
ment as individuals.

New Help For Retarded Children

Michelle is a rosy-cheeked, pig­ 
tailed six-year-old who, six 
months ago, could not eat, 
dress herself or even play with­ 
out help. Now she is learning to 
do all those things, thanks to a 
new program for the retarded 
Jeff, like Michelle, is consid­ 
ered "profoundly retarded," 
which means he has an IQ 
under 25 and theoretically is 
completely untrainable: incapa­ 
ble of learning the most basic 
skills to care for himself— feed­ 
ing, dressing, toilet training. 
But Jeff, like Michelle, is learn­ 
ing. 
Many if not most of the 250.- 
000 Americans like Jeff and 
Michelle are institutionalized at 
an early age, abandoned by 
society as hopeless, to exist in 
often squalid, depressing sur­ 
roundings 


A PROGRAM called "Rain­ 
bows Unlimited" is one answer 
to such neglect. It has brought 
together a group of nonprofes­ 
sional volunteers who are at­ 
tempting with a dozen children 


what many professionals refuse 
to trv: Teaching the unteacha- 
ble 
Rainbows founder Linda Weir 
was giving Jeff a speech lesson 
when a reporter looked in. Jeff 
is eight years old and cannot 
walk; he is an attractive, thin 
boy with shiny black hair. But 
his blue eyes looked clouded 
and confused, and his gangly 
frame was perched awkwardly 
on a straight-backed chair. 


Miss Weir, a perky, pleasant 
blonde, sat facing Jeff. She 
wedged his knees between hers 
and held up a brightly-speckled 
beach ball 
"Jeff, this is a ball. Say 
bbbaaalll 
"Bbuh " 
"Yes. that’s good." she said, 
handing him a bit of potato 
chip. 
She explained to the visitor 
that even if Jeff makes only 
part of a sound, he is rewarded. 
"Jeff, do this Pot-tee " 
"Grah " 
"No." she said sharply, and 
turned her head away for a few 
seconds

After a few more tries. Jeff 
began to lose interest in the 
lesson. Miss Weir let him crawl 
away. 


"THE MAIN thing with these 
kids is controlling them, their 
attention span is so short," she 
noted. "Five months ago. you 
couldn't even get Jeff to look at 
you.” 
Michelle. like Jeff, cannot 
concentrate her gaze for more 
than a few seconds. Her vacant 
green eyes took in the visitor 
uncomprehendingiy, then soon 
began wandering randomly 
about the small but cheerful 
room where she was about to 
take a lesson in dressing. 


A woman volunteer—one is 
assigned to each child—held a 
bit of cookie in one hand, a 
metal embroidery hoop in the 
other. Michelle had to reach 
through the hoop to get the 
reward. It was the first step in 
the long, trying process of 
teaching Michelle to dress and 
undress herself 
The hoop was maneuvered so 
Michelle could only get to the 
cookie by going through the 
hoop. Then she had to take the 
hoop off. for which she was also 
rewarded. 


W H ILE J E F F and Michelle 
took their lessons, Rainbow’s 
other students played in the 
school’s main activities area, a 
spacious, well-lighted room ad­ 
joining the smaller lesson 
rooms. 
It is not ordinary’ play. You 
do not hear the babble of nor­ 
mal children laughing and 
fighting. These sadly retarded 
children do not play together; 
they are wrapped up in their 
own cocoons of bewilderment. 
Their eyes roam as if endlessly 
searching for something they 
can recognize; their lips rarely 
move except to cry; their 
bodies wander aimlessly in a 
half stumbling gait or crawl. 
It is a hearthbreaking sight. 
But Miss Weir and her volun­ 
teers are unraveling, bit by bit, 
these cocoons of retardation. 
When these children came to 
Rainbows at its founding late 
last year they could do nothing 
for themselves. Now, Miss Weir 
said, all are toilet-trained to 
varying degrees, they all can 
feed themselves, and each is 
learning at his own rate other 
skills so commonplace to ordi 
nary humans. 


THE METHOD is called oper 
ant conditioning, which, simply 
explained, is a way of changing 
behavior, or directing behavior 
in a certain direction, by posi­ 
tive and negative reinforcement 
of actions. It is based on the 
premise that you do not need to 
know why someone is abnorma 
before you can treat the abnor 
mality. 
"I>et’s face it,” Miss Weir 
said "Nobody’s ever going to 
spend a lot of money on these 
kids 
We can have programs 
with nonprofessionals if we 
have three things: 
"One. the program has to be 
written so success is inherent 
with each child. In other words, 
you have to start with some­ 
thing he can do and then work 
up 
"Two. you have to put it into 


terms the child can understand 
and show him that it’s worth­ 
while to learn it He has to have 
an incentive. 
"Three, you have to believe 
they can do it. Otherwise you 
could not work with these 
kids." 
Critics have said that operant 
conditioning has been used to 
train apes to work puzzles. 
This, they have said, is no way 
*to work with humans. Miss 
Weir replies with a simple 
pragmatism; Everyone else 
has given up, and, "It works, 
doesn’t it?” 


THE GOAL of Rainbows is to 
train retarded children to the 
point where others will become 
interested in them, to the point 
where they have enough skills 
to enter special education 
classes. 
"There’s this big Catch 22,” 
Miss Weir said "If a child does

Sometime next month the 
world famous Capt. Robert Dol­ 
lar stained glass windows will 
be installed in the new building 
of 
the 
First 
Presbyterian 
Church in San Rafael. Their 
true clarity and brilliance will 
be returned because of the ef­ 
forts of a group of women who 
are members of the church 
The women are cleaning and 
refurbishing the windows, re­ 
moving paint and putty and 
cleaning dirt that has collected 
since the windows were in­ 
stalled in the 1930s. 
The windows are the work of 
the Harold W Cummings. The 
women are working on the win­ 
dows in Cummings’ son's studio 
in San Rafael under the super 
vision of his wife. Judy, and 
Paul Dane. 
According to Dane, who re­ 
fers to the women as "Santa's 
Little Helpers,” the volunteer 
effort is saving the church at 
least $1,000 and-an astronomic 
number of hours. He and Mrs. 
Cummings have conducted on 
the job training sessions for the 
women 
"We were a little nervous at 
first." explained Mrs. C.W. 
Richardson, "but once Paul ex­ 
plained that the pieces bend in 
all directions and were delicate 
but strong, we relaxed." 
The women have uncovered 
pieces, long buried under plas­ 
ter. with beautiful pictures. 
They have completed one set or 
lancet of the windows. Three 
lancets comprise a window. 
With at least one of the eight 
women working every day the 
windows should meet the con­ 
tractor’s deadline. Dane said. 


not have basic skills like toilet 
training and self-feeding, he 
can’t get into training classes." 
Miss Weir founded Rainbows 
Unlimited, 
Inc., a non-profit 
corporation, on the conviction 
that “ institutions are not a 20th 
Century concept." Drawing on 
her own knowledge—she has a 
master's degree in education— 
and that of specialists in oper­ 
ant conditioning, she wrote the 
programs.

Michelle, for exam­ 
ple. was in a special program 
for three years and by the end 
of that time was judged to be at 
the level of a six-weeks-old

The trouble may be a 
worn out washer in the toilet's 
inlet valve, a discharge stopper 
that is defective or off-center, 
or an overflow pipe that has 
rotted at the base.

IF YOU are mailing an air­ 
mail letter, you will, of course, 
look for the nearest white- 
topped “ Airmail Only” box. 
The last collection from these 
boxes is listed as 4 p m. 


There is something new in 
this aspect of mail service. To 
supplement the regular air­ 
lines. which used to carry much 
of the mail, but which have cut 
out many of their night flights 
due to the decrease in passen­ 
ger demand, the U.S. Postal 
Service has added its own air- 
taxi network. 


These mail taxis are mostly 
propeller-driven craft, though 
there are some jets under con­ 
tract to the post office. There 
are 167 of these planes in all. 
They fly among the major U.S. 
cities in hops of 600 miles or so. 
With the addition of this serv­ 
ice. it is possible for the Postal 
Service to promise delivery of 
airmail materials the next day 
within a 600-mile radius, pro­ 
vided the letter is properly zip- 
coded. 
Although 4 p.m. is the stated 
time for the last pickup of 
airmail, there are some later 
collections occasionally to con­ 
nect with flight schedules. 


ANOTHER THING to re­ 
member in connection with air­ 
mail: Don't take it for granted 
that an airmail stamp is all you 
need on an airmail letter. With 
some 90 billion pieces of mail of 
various kinds flowing through

might want to take advantage 
of the “ mailgram.” This is a 
letter-telegram. All you have to 
do is call Western Union and 
give them the message. 


It will be sent by teleprinter 
to the post office in the city of 
destination and delivered in a 
special envelope by the mail­ 
man the following day. 


You have still another choice: 
You could try the new Express 
Mail service. Overnight deliv­ 
ery of letters or parcels is 
guaranteed

used primarily by businesses, 
but anyone can take advantage 
of it. 


That is, anyone who happens 
to be in any one of the 56 cities 
in which it is operating at the 
present time. Consult the post 
office for information. 


If you want special handling 
of your mail, you have a choice 
of special delivery, certified 
mail, or registered mail. 


SPECIAL D ELIV ER Y does 
not mean fast delivery, as 
many assume. If your special 
delivery letter arrives in the 
post office at the time of a 
regular delivery, the postman 
will take it along with other 
mail.

A Thrilling Concert

When two consummately mu­ 
sical artists who have per­ 
formed together for 26 years 
put on a concert, one can ex­ 
pect completely satisfying re­ 
sults. When they are perform­ 
ing works that 
they have 
undoubtedly played together 
several times during their long 
association, always bringing 
new experiences and fresh in­ 
sights. the result is thrilling, as 
it was last night when cellist 
Gabor Rejto and pianist Adolph 
Bailer teamed up in Dominican 
College's Angelico Hall 


The first half of the program 
consisted of two Beethoven son­ 
atas composed 20 years apart. 
The first. Sonata in F Major, 
Opus 5. already established 
Beethoven’s preference for mo­ 
tives over themes, and last 
night's duo made the most of 
that motivie interplay. 


in the adagio introduction it 
is the cellist s eloquent state 
ments that are spotlighted, but 
they are woven into the texture 
of the piano. The allegro which 
follows gives the piano center 
stage, but the piano is orna 
mentcxi with the cello's scat­ 
tered statements, which were 
phrased perfectly by Rejto 
Beethoven's greater assur­ 
ance in composing for the cello 
is apparent in the Sonata in D 
Major. Opus 102, thus giving 
more complexity and freedom 
to both instruments. The finale 
begins as a Bachian fugue 
which soon goes unmistakably 
Beethovian by its greater con

cern with developing the motiv- 
ic material, and the duo sent it 
soaring through the smooth 
scale patterns to the climax. 


The ethereal second move­ 
ment which had preceded it 
Adagio con molto sentimento 
d affetto — the classical period 
now definitely in the past* was 
introduced by the cello singing 
the melody for the only time. 
Hereafter, both cello and piano 
blended again as a sensitive 
duet. There was not a cut-off or 
delicate attack that wds not 
special last night. 


Zoltan Kodaly's Sonata. Opus 
t was a pleasant change after 
intermission. The composer s 
roots in Hungarian folk music 
were instantly recognizable in 
the cello's melody built on a 
series of fourths together with 
the sympathetic rubato execut­ 
ed by the artists in the rather 
improvisational. 
Following two Beethoven son­ 
atas and a Kodaly with one by 
Brahms seemed an unwise 
choice. But the Sonata in F 
Major. Opus 99 was played with 
such lyricism and true style 
(the three allegro movements — 
vivace, passionato, moltoso 
thoroughly distinguished one 
from the other! that one got a 
second wind and became enrap­ 
tured with the master composer 
of chamber music. 
The 
too-small 
audience 
brought Rejto and Bailer back 
to play yet another Beethoven, 
his Seven Variations on a 
Theme from Mozart's Magic 
Flute, which was just the right 
light touch to end the evening 


choreography by Charles VVeid- 
man and dedicated to the fa­ 
mous modern dancer Doris 
Humpherv. is a difficult and 
challenging work for the best of 
companies, not only musically 
but stylistically, and Marin Civ­ 
ic Ballet rendered it with 
strength, joy and confidence. 
Yet. sometimes I got the feeling 
1 was “ watching ballet dancers 
do modern." for it is expecting 
a lot of a ballet-trained dancer 
to make an immediate and total 
transition to a thoroughly mod­ 
ern work and a radically differ­ 
ent way of moving. 


“ Variations on a Theme by 
Haydn" was an abstract ballet 
with choreography by Lila Zali 
to music of Brahms and en­ 
hanced by succulent lime-green 
chiffon tunics. It consisted of 
some very tricky ballet move­ 
ments sometimes requiring an 
incredible speed on the part of 
ihe dancer. This ballet gave the 
Laguna 
Beach company a 
chance to demonstrate its tech­ 
nical strength, particularly in 
the pas de deux sections, and 
the effect was at times bril­ 
liant. 


“ Russian Masque." presented 


by the Sacramento Ballet to 
music of Khatchaturian. was 
not particularly Russian in ei­ 
ther style or content. (In fact, it 
was not “ Russian” at all.* 
From point of view’ of both 
music and lustrous red and gold 
costumes, it could have been 
one of the strongest works of 
the evening, but ehoreographi- 
cally it was about the weakest. 
It abounded in choreographic 
cliches which reminded me of 
some rather boring classroom 
exercises, and the dancers 
lacked lightness and ease in its 
performance. But if a choreog­ 
rapher takes a heavy-handed 
approach to his ballet, can we 
expect his dancers to be air­ 
borne’’ 


Other companies participat­ 
ing in the program were the 
Dorothy Fisher Concert Dan­ 
cers in “ Songs .Along the Riv­ 
er"; Ballet Tacoma in “ Offer­ 
ing": The Cornish Ballet in “ A 
Remembrance": San Joaquin 
Concert Ballet in “ Blue is the 
Color of My True Love's Bag” ;

Due Soon? 


WASHINGTON (UPD - El­ 
liot L. Richardson testified to­ 
day that the White House pass­ 
ed him “ two or three names'’ of 
possible choices for special 
Watergate prosecutor but that 
he had not included them in his 
list of four finalists. 


He indicated he might select 
the prosecutor by tomorrow. 
On the third day of Senate 
hearings on his nomination to 
be attorney general, Richard­ 
son was asked by .Sen. John V. 
Tunney, D-Calif,, whether he 
had consulted with President 
Mixon or the White House in his 
search for a special prosecutor. 


“ No. 
Richardson said. Then 
he added: “ They passed me 
two or three names which they 
asked me to consider." 


Richardson was not asked nor 
did he say who passed him the 
names or how it was done, 
attorney general two weeks ago 
by Nixon and given “ full au­ 
thority” over the investigation 
of the Watergate scandal. In 
response to congressional de­ 
mand. 
Richardson said he 
would name a special prosecu­ 
tor and give him “ complete 
authority" over all Watergate 
matters. 


Reporter Dan Thomasson of 
Scripps Howard Newspapers 
quoted administration sources 
as saying the “ leading candi­ 
date" for the special prosecutor 
post was U.S. District Judge 
Harold R 
Tyler Jr 
of New 
York. 
Thomasson said Tyler, a 
former assistant attorney gen­ 
eral in charge of the Justice 
Department’s civil rights divi­ 
sion under President Eisenhow­ 
er. was in Washington Sunday, 
apparently discussing the mat­ 
ter with Richardson. 
The Washington Star-News 
said former Sen 
William B 
Spong. a Virginia Democrat, is 
a “ leading candidate." 
The naming of the prosecutor 
and the guidelines under which 
ho would operate were the key 
issues in what would otherwise 
have been quick and routine 
approval of Richardson, who 
would be serving in his third 
cabinet post. 
A number of senators have 
said they want to know who the 
prosecutor will be before they 
confirm Richardson

On Giants' Part 


It seems the Giants wait until they draw their 
largest crowes before playing their worst base­ 
ball. They drew 31,626 yesterday at Candlestick 
Park and promptly lost, 15-3, to the hated Dodg­ 
ers. 
When the Giants lost a Sunday doubleheader to 
the visiting Cincinnati Reds April 15, by scores of 
11-0 (ow!) and 7-3, there were 27,651 poor souls to 
witness it. At least the paying customers who 
watched yesterday’s game came out of it with 
something to cover their heads since it was cap 
day. 


THE GIANTS save their best games for the 
days three and four thousand wander into the 
ballpark. Owner Horace Stoneham would much 
rather have it the other way. The faithful follow­ 
ers who comprise the lonely gathering on the 
nights when 3,500 show up are going to be there, 
win or lose. It’s the marginal group which makes 
up much of the crowd when it reaches figures of 
30,000 and more. After seeing a game like 
yesterday’s, it might be a few days before they 
return to the scene of the disaster. 
Some circles have placed the blame of low 
attendance at Giant games on the hooliganism 
which was going on the past few years at 
Candlestick. Since some adverse publicity in the 
Ray Area press detailed some of the daylight 
muggings, the club has taken steps to put an end 
to the troubles. 
According to Donald Foreman, the man in 
charge of stadium operations for the Giants, 
things are now running smoothly. It is amazing 
what the mere presence of regular policemen can 
do. 


IN THE PAST all the crowd control at Candle­ 
stick was carried out by the Burns Agency, with 
members of the San Francisco Police outside the 
walls. Since the trouble caused by roaming bands 
of kids came to the fore, methods have been 
changed. Now there are uniformed members of 
San Francisco’s finest roaming around inside the 
stadium during games, to help the Burns people. 
You and I know, a real honest-to-goodness cop has 
much more effect on a lawbreaker, or a potential 
lawbreaker, than a security guard. During the 
homestand just completed, there was no trouble 
reported. 
“ We haven’t had any problems since the San 
Francisco Police started patroling,” said Fore­ 
man. He added that a report was to be made by 
the police covering the 12^iay homestand in which 
the beefed up detail was on duty. Foreman didn’t 
want to jump to any conclusions just yet, but it 
was obvious he felt the improved situation at the 
old ball park was going to last. 


OWNER STONEHAM is the last person who 
wants a stadium which is not safe for the 
customers to bring their families. Oldtimers in the 
organization point out that was one of the major 
reasons, along with lagging attendance, he left 
New York for the greener pastures of the west 
coast. The neighborhood surrounding the Polo

No Legalized Betting Seen For 
Baseball, Football, Basketball 


By ASSOCIATED PRESS 
The day of betting on base­ 
ball, football and bask etb all 
with your friendly state govern­ 
ment rather than your friendly 
neighborhood bookie does not 
appear to be in the offing any­ 
tim e soon. 


But according to an Associat­ 
ed Press survey, cracks are 
beginning to show in legislative 
and other barriers that have 
p rev en ted leg al b etting on 
sports other than horse racing, 
dog racing and jai-alai. The 
lone 
exception 
is N evada, 
where anything in the way of 
gambling goes. 


H ow ever, opposition e lse ­ 
where still is strong. 
In M assachusetts, a state that 
has parim utuel betting on horse 
and dog racing, the Legisla­ 
ture’s Government Regulations 
Committee has given a favora­ 
ble report to a bill which would 
establish a 
Public Wagering 
Commission. Such a commis­ 
sion would assum e all functions 
of the present State Lottery 
Commission and would also al­ 
low “ sports card" betting sim i­ 
lar 
.0 the popular but illegal 
football pool sheets. 
The com m ittee has estim ated 
that a “ fully developed" sports 
betting program would net the 
state $60 million a year on an 
annual volume of almost $200 
million. 
However, Baseball Commis­ 
sioner Bowie Kuhn and repre­ 
sentatives of the National Foot­ 


ball L eague and o th e r pro 
sports leagues oppose the bill, 
which now is in the House Ways 
and Means Committee awaiting 
action. 


In New York, the only state 
where there is off-track betting 
on horse racing, there also is a 
move to legalize betting on all 
sports. One of the strongest all­ 
sports gam bling advocates is 
Howard Samuels, the head of 
New York City’s Off-Track Bet­ 
ting Corp. 


The Rhode Island Legislature 
recently failed to pass propos­ 
als that would allow a lottery, 
off-track betting, dog racing 
and sports-card betting. Howev­ 
er. it did pass a bill allowing a 
referendum on the legalization 
of jai-alai in Newport, Jai-alai 
is a gam e that has parim utuel 
betting and is popular in sever­ 
al Florida cities. 
Besides revealing a number 
of non-racing sta te s seeking 
racing and pari-mutuel betting 
and racing states trying to get 
off-track betting, the survey 
also revealed: 
Montana. The voters for the 
first time have given the Legis­ 
lature the power to enact gam ­ 
bling legislation. In a recent 
session the Legislature put on 
the shelf until 1974 10 gaming 
bills that run the gam ut from 
wide-open gam bling to none at 
all. A series of public hearings 
is scheduled to try to gauge 
public sentiment on gambling. 
Wisconsin. Democratic State 


Sen., Ronald Parys of Milwau­ 
kee has authored a proposed 
c o n s titu tio n a l 
a m e n d m e n t 
w hich would elim in ate the 
present ban against the Legisla­ 
tu re auth o rizin g betting on 
sporting events. 


Connecticut. An effort to per­ 
mit betting on all professional 
sports was defeated. The state 
already has a law authorizing 
off-track betting although it has 
no horse racing. 


Iowa. The Senate has passed 
a bill that legalizes bingo, lot­ 
teries and fair and carnival 
gam es and has a section that 
allow s ca su al gam bling be­ 
tween friends, such as with 
World Series pools. The House 
must act on the measure. Leg­ 
islative leaders also have com­ 
mitted them selves to a study 
com mittee on parim utuel bet­ 
ting

baby, since he won Forest Hills 
twice and Wimbledon a few 
years before Margaret, now the 
mother of one. was born. 
On the more serious side of 
tennis, Smith was devastatingly 
accurate and powerful in his 
$50,000 6-3, 6-3, 4-6, 6-1 victory 
over Arthur Ashe in the World 
Championship Tennis finals in 
Dallas. 
Smith breezed through the 
first two sets by continually 
blasting cross-court shots past 
Ashe, who was plagued by inac­ 
curate shots near the net. At 
one point Ashe was so digusted 
at his repeated low shots that 
he uncharacteristically threw 
his racquet to the ground. 
Ashe regained his poise, how­ 
ever, and defeated Smith with 
strong backhand strokes and 
fine net play. The two players 
battled each other to 4- 4 in the 
fourth set and after Smith 
moved into game-set on his own 
serve, Ashe had him down 40- 
15. 
Two critical and highly con­ 
troversial judgements then 
clinched the game for Smith, 
who has won $154,100 on the 
WCT tour this year. First Smith 
appealed Ashe’s serve, claim­ 
ing it was wide and to the right. 
After the judge said he didn’t 
see the shot, the line judge on 
Ashe’s side of the net ruled that 
Ashe had faulted. Ashe then 
missed the second serve for the 
double fault. 
With the game now at match- 
point, Ashe hit a soft crosscourt 
shot to Smith’s forehand and 
the 6-foot 1 blond lunged to hit 
it just before it bounced the 
second time. Ashe, surprised 
that no call was made, retreat­ 
ed hastily for the return but 
drove the ball into the net.

THE MOST common cause is 
cutting the toenails to make 
them look like fingernails. A 
space remains at the edge when 
the comer of the nail is rounded 
out to make the curve. The 
space fills in with soft tissue 
that is pushed up whenever 
weight is borne on the involved 
toe. The flesh may also be 
crowded by pressure from ill- 
fitting shoes or the adjacent 
toe. 
Meanwhile, the toenail contin­ 
ues to grow and, in time, the 
cut -edge digs into the raised 
soft tissue. Nail tissue is hard 
and irritates the flesh, leading 
to inflammation, swelling, and 
infection. 
It is here that the second 
mistake occurs. The area is 
sore and the individual trims 
the nail to relieve pain. This is 
of temporary value, because 
permanent relief cannot be ob­ 
tained until the nail grows over 
the exposed soft tissue. In some 
instances, this is accomplished 
by inserting cotton under the 
nail until it has grown out 
completely. Soaking and oint­ 
m ents alse ease discom fort. 
More often than not, however, 
surgery is required. 


THE EASIEST, but not ne­ 
cessarily the best, is to anesthe­ 
tize the toe and remove the 
entire nail. Other procedures 
include excising the raised flesh 
or removing the edge of the nail 
including the root. The latter 
results in a narrower nail. Pre­ 
vention is much better and is 
done by cutting the nails 
straight across. Don’t forget —- 
buy shoes that fit.

Lebanese Politicos Shun

las. Beirut Radio said their 
absence meant an extension 
anyway, despite a halt in fight­ 
ing. 
There have been no reports of 
clashes in Lebanon since Satur­ 
day night and the armed forces 
have reported the country quiet 
since then. It was the first 
sustained peace since the fight­ 
ing broke out May 2. 


More than 300 persons, in­ 
cluding soldiers, guerrillas and 
civilians were reported killed in 
the 11 days of fighting. 
The 99-member assembly was 
called into special session for a 
meeting today, but it was can­ 
celed when only 29 members 
showed up. 
The meeting was called to 
decide whether to continue the 
state of emergency imposed by 
Premier Amin Hafez last Mon­ 
day. Hafez submitted his resig­ 
nation the next day. 
Press reports said political 
leaders had reached a be­ 
ll indthe-scenes agreement to re­ 


main away from the meeting, 
allowing the state of emergency 
to continue until President Su­ 
leiman Franjieh names a new 
premier. 


High-ranking representatives 
of the army and the guerrillas 
opened new talks over the 
weekend aimed at what official 
sources described as a “ co­ 
existence treaty" defining the 
terms under which guerrillas 
will be permitted to operate in 
Lebanon.
